A to attempt theConviction of thofe,who, 


in the moft open and contemptuous 
Manner, every Day violated the Laws 
of their Country, and in time the Re- 
tailers trufting to the Proteétion of the 
People, laid afide all Caution, at leaft 


Method, a Method certainly in itfelf p in this great City, and profecuted their 


reafonable and efficacious, arofe from 
the Neceffity of receiving Informations 
from the meaneft and moft profligate 
of the People, who were often tempt- 
ed to lay hold of the Opportuni- 
ties which that Law put into their 


Hands of relieving their Wants, Cc 


or gratifying theirRefentment,and very 
frequently intimidated the Innocent, 
by Threats of Accufations which were 
noteafily to be confuted. They were 
therefore equally dangerous to thofe 


former Prattice with the utmoft Se- 
curity. 

This, my Lords, was the chief Dif- 
fieulty and Incomvenience hitherto dif- 
covered in the Law which is now to 
be repealed. Thus was its Execution 
obftruéted and the Provifions enaéted 
by it made ineffeftual. This Defeé 
therefore ought to be chiefly regarded 
in any new Regulations. But what 
Securities, my Lords, are provided 
againft the fame Evil in the Bill be- 


that obeyed the A& and to thofe that p fore us? Or why thould we imagine that 


difregarded it ; for they fometimes put 
their Threats in Execution, and raifed 
Profecutions againft thofe who had 
committed no other Crime than that of 
refufing to bribe them to Silence. 


this Law will be executed with lefsOp- 
pofition than the lait? The Infor- 
mers will undoubtedly be of the fame

It has been afferted, indeed, that the 
Price of a*Li¢encé is now fo {mall, 
that none who are inclined to deal in 
will negle& to fecure them- 
felves from Punifhment and Vexatior 
by procuring it ; and that ne Man will 
fubject himfelf to the Malice of a Pro: 
fligate by carrying on an illicite Trade, 
which the ahnual Expence of twenty 
Shillings will make legal. 

If this Argument be juft, my Lords, 
and to the oreatett Part of this Afiem: 
bly, I believe, it will appear very 
plaufible, how will this Law leffen the 
Confumption of diftilled Liquors ?— 
It is confeffed that it will hinder no- 
body from felling them; and it has 
been found by Experience that nothing 
can reftrain the People from buying 
them, but fuch Laws as hinder them 
from being fold. 

This Plea, therefore, by removing 

an Objection to a particular Claufe, 
will ftrengthen the great Argument a- 
gainft the Tenor of - the Bill, that in- 
itead of leffening it: will increafe the 
Confumption of thofe Liquors which 
are allowed to-be deftructive to the 
People, to infeeble the Body, and to 
v itiate the Minds, and confequently to 


Spirits, 


impair the Strength and Commerce of 
the Nation, and to deftroy the Happi- 
nefs and Security of Life. 

That the Cheapnefs of Licences will 
in duce Multitudes to bay them may be 


A 
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expected ; but it cannot be hoped that 
every one will ceafe tofell Spirits with: 
out a Licence, for they’ are, as] 
am informed, offered every Hour inthe 
Streets by “ey to whom twenty Shil- 
lings make a very large Sum; and 
who therefore will not or cannot pur- 
¢chafe a Licence. Thefe ought undoubt- 
ly to be detetted- and puinithed ; but 
there is no Provifion’made for difc- 
vering them, but what has been found 
already to be ineffeétual. 

It appears therefore, my Lords, that 
this Bill will encreafe the Number of 
lawful Retailers, without diminifhing 
that’ of private Dealers; {fo that 
the Opportunities of Debauchery 
will be multiplied in proportion to the 
Numbers who fhall take Licences. 

There is another Fallacy by which 
the Duties upon diftilied Liquors have 
been hitherto avoided; and which will 
{till make this Bill equally ufelefs as the 
former for the Ends which are to be 
promoted by it. 

it is expected; my Lords, by thofe 
who purchafe Spirits from the Diftil 
lers, that they fhould be of a certain 
Deoree of Strength which they call 
Proof: If they are of a lower Degree, 
their Price is diminifhed, and if of a 
higher, it is raifed proportionably; be 
caufe if the Spirits ‘exceed the Degret 
of Strength réqiired, they may be 
mixed with other Liquors of little 
Value and ftill'be fold to the Drinker 
at the common Price. 

It is therefore the Praétice of the 
Difuillers to give theirSpirits thrice tht 
Degree of Stren; gth required, by which 
Contrix rance, though th ey pay only the 
Duty of one Pint, they fell their Li- 
quors at the Price of three ; becaule tt 

may be encreafed to thrice the Quan- 
ti ty diftilled, and yet retain fufficient 

Ea gth to promote the Purpofes of 
ickednefs. 

writ Prattice, my Lords, fhould be 
likewife obviated, for while one Gal- 
lon, after having paid the prefent low 
Duty which is ‘laid upon it, may be| 

multipli ed to three, the additions 
Price-will,in the {mall Quantities ~— 
are 
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are ufually demanded, become imper- 
ceptible. 

Bat to fhow yet farther the Ineffica- 
cy of this. Bill, let us fuppofe, what 
will not-be found by Experience, that 
a Halfpenny is added to the Price of 
every Pint, it will yet be very prac- 
ticable to revel in Drunkenneis for a 
Penny ; fince a very firiall Quantity of 
thefe hateful Liquors is iufficient to in- 
toxicate thofe who have not been 
habituated to the Ufe of them, 
who though their Reformation is 
undoubtedly to be defired, do not fo 
much demand the Care of the Legif- 
lature, as thofe who are yet untainted 
with this pernicious Praétice, and who 
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The only Argument which can be 
offered in Defence of this Bill is the 
Neceflity of fupporting the Expences 
of the War, and the Difficulty of 


A raifing Money by any other Method. 


The Neceflity of the War, my Lords, 
I am not about to call in queftion, nor 
is it very confiftent with my Character 
to examine the Method in which it has 
been carried on; but this I can boldly 


p affert, that however juft, however ne- 


ceflary, however prudently profecuted 
and however: fuccefsfully concluded, it 
can produce-no Advantages equivalent 
to the national Sobriety and Induftry, 
and. am certain that no publick Advan- 
tage ought to be purchafed at the Ex+ 


may perhaps by the Frequency of C pence of publick Virtue. 


Temptation, and the Prevalence of 
Example, be induced in Time to 
tafte thefe execrable Liquors, and 
perith in their firft Effays of Debauche- 
ry. For fuch is the Quality of thefe 
Spirits,that they are fometimes fatal to 
thofe who indifcreetly venture upon 
them without Caution, and whofe Sto- 
machs have not been prepared for 
large Draughts, by proper Gradations 
of Intemperance; a fingle Spoonful 
has been found fufficient to hurry two 


‘Children to the Grave. ; Ez 


It is, therefore, my Opinion that 
thofe whofe Stations and Employments 
make it their Duty to fuperintend the 
Conduct of theirFellow-fabjects, ought 
to contrive fome other Law on this 
Occafion,ought to endeavour to refcue 
the common People from the Infatua- 
tion which is become general amongft 
them and to withhold from them the 
Means of Wickednefs. ‘That inftead of 
complying with theirPrejudices-and §at- 
tering theirAppetites, they fhould exert 


that Authority with which they are in- G 


trufted in a fteady and refolute Oppo- 
fition to predominant Vices; and with- 
out having Recourfe to gentle Arts and 
temporifing Expedients, {natch out of 
their Hands at once thofe Inftruments 


which are only of Ufe for criminal 8 


Purpofes, and take from their Mouths 
that Draught, with which; however 
delicious it may, feem, they poyfon at 
once themfelves and their Pofterity. 





But, my Lords, I hope we are not 
yet reduced tothe unhappy Choice ei- 
ther of corrupting ourPeopleor fubmit- 
ting to our Enemies; nor do I doubt 
but that Supplies may be obtained by 
Methods lefs pernicious to the Pub- 


D lick, and that Funds fufficient for the 


prefent Occafion may be eftablifhed 
without a legal Eftablifhment of Drunk- 
ennefs. 

T hope, my Lords, we thal! not fuf- 
fer our Endeavours to be baffled by the 
Obftinacy of Drunkards, and that we 
fhall not defift from endeavouring the 
Recovery of the ‘Nation from this hate- 
ful Vice, becaufe oar firft Attempt has 
failed, fince it failed only by’the Neg- 
ligence or the Cowardice of thofe 
whofe Duty required them to promote 
the Execution of a juft Law. 

Againft the Bill now before-us 1 
have thought it my Duty to declare, as 
it appears tome oppofite to every Prin- 
ciple of Virtue, and every juft-Pur- 
pofe'of: Government; and therefore, 
though I have engroffed fo much of 
your Time in fpeaking on a Subjeét 
with which it cannot reafonably be ex- 
pected that I fhould be well acquain- 
ted, I hope I hall eafily be pardoned 
by your Lordfhips, fince I ‘have-no 
private Views either of Intereft-or Re- 
fentment to promote, and have fpoken 
only what my Confcience diates, and 
my Duty requires: i

My Lorps, A 

Am afhamed that there fhould be 
] any Neceflity of oppofing in this 
sitfembly a Bill like that which is now 
before us, a Bill crouded with Abfurdi- 
ties, which no Strength of Eloquence 
can exaggerate nor any Force of Rea- 
fon make more evident. B 

This Bill, my Lords, is however 
the rit Proof that our new Minitters 
have given of their Capacity for the 
‘Tafx which they have undertaken, this 
js a Specimen of their Sagacity, and is 
deiicned by them as an Inftance of the ¢ 
gentle Methods by which the Ex- 
pences of the Government are here- 
aiter to be Jevied upon thePeople. The 
Nation fhall_no longer fee its Manu- 
faciures fubjefted to Impofts, nor the 
Fruits of Induitry taken from the la- 
borious Artificer; but. Drankennefs D 
{hall hereafter fupply what has hither- 
to been paid by Diligence and ‘I'raf- 
fick, the Reftraints of Vice fhall be 
taken away, the ; Barriers. of .Virtue 
and Religion broken, andan univerial 
Licentioufnefs fhall, over{pread the & 
Land, that the Schemes of the Mini 
firy may be executed. 

_Whag are the Projects, my Lords, 
that are,to be perfued by fuch Means, 
it is not my prefent Purpofe to en- 
quire; It is not neceflary. to add any 
Aggravations to the prefent Charge, or F 
to.examine what has been the former 
Conduct, or what will be the future 
Actions of Men who lye open by their 
prefent Propofal to the. moit atrocious 
Accufations, who are publickly endea- 
vouring the Propagation of the. molt G 
pernicious of all Vices, who are lay- 
ing, Poyfon in the, Way of their Coun- 
trymen, Poyfon by which not only the 
Body but the Mind is contaminated, 
who are attempting to eflabliih by a 


Law a Prattice productive of all the y 


Miferies to which human. Nature is 
incident, a Practice which will at once 
difperfe Difeafes and Sedition, pro- 
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mote Beggary and Rebellion. 

This, my Lords, is the Expedient 
by which the Acutenefs of our Mini- 
itry propofes to raife the Supplies of 
the prefent Year; and by this they 
hope to convince the Nation that they 
are qualified for the high Trutts to 
which they are advanced; and that 
they owe their Exaltation only to the 
Superiority of their Abilities, the Ex- 
tent of their Knowledge, and the Ma- 
turity of their Experience: By this 
Matfter-ftroke of Policy they hope to 
lay for their Authority a firm and du- 
rable Foundation, and to poffefs them- 
felves by this happy Contrivance at 
once of the Confidence of the Crowa 
and the Affections of the People. 

But,my Lords, I am fo little convin- 
ced-of their Abilities, that amidft all 
the Exultation which this rew Scheme 
produces, I will venture to prediét the 
Decline, of their Influence, and to fix 
the Period of their Greatnefs ; for I 
am perfuaded that notwith{tanding the 
Readinefs with which they have hither- 
to facrificed the Intereit of their Coun- 
try, notwithitanding the defperate Pre- 
cipitation with which they have blind- 
ly engaged in the moit dangerous Mea- 


fures, they will not be able to continue: 


a Year in their prefent Stations, 

The Bill now under our Confidera- 
tion, my Lords, will undoubtedly make 
all thofe their Enemies whom it does 
not corrupt; for what can be expected 
from it but univerfal Diforder and 
boundlefs Wickednefs? Wickednefs 
made infolent by the Protection of the 
Law, and Diforder promoted by all 
thofe whofe Wealth is increafed by 
the Increafe of the Revenues of the 
Government. 

Had it been urged, my Lords, is 
Defence of this Bill that it was necel- 
fary to raife Money, and that Money 
could only be raifed by encreafing the 
Confumption of diftilled. Spirits, 
would have been apparent that ic was 
well calculated to promote the Pu- 
pofes intended ; but furely, to afer 
that it will obflrmé& the Ufe of 
thefe Liquors is to difcoy er a Degree 

eithe 
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either of Ignorance, of Effrontery, or 
of Folly, by which few Statemen have 
been hitherto dittinguifhed. 

If we receive without Examination 
the Eftimates which have been laid 
down, and allow the Duty to rife as 
high as thofe by whom it is projected 
have ventured to affert, the Price of 
thefe Liquors can be raifed but a Half- 
penny a Pint; and there are few, even 
among the lowelt of thofe who indulge 
themfelves in this fatal Luxury, whom 
the want of a fingle Halfpenny can 
often debar from it. 

And though thefe accurate Calcula- 
tors fhould infift that Men may fome- 
times be compelled to Sobriety by this 
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very great Part ofthe Nation, a Quan- 
tity which, if it be fuffered to contunue 
undiminifhed, will, even without any 
legal Encouragement of its Ufe, in a 
fhort ‘T'ime deitroy the Happinefs of 
the Publick, and by impairing the 
Strength and lefiening the Number of 
Manufa@urers and Labourers, intro- 
duce Poverty and Famine. 

Inftead therefore of promoting a 
Practice fo evidently detrimental to So- 
ciety, let us oppofe it with the moit 
vigorous Efforts,: let us begin our Op- 
polition by rejecting this Bill, and then 
confider, whether the Execution of the 
former Law fhall be enforced, or whe- 
ther another more efficacious can be

drunk ; yet how far will this Reftraint 
be found from being equivalent to the 
new Temptation, which will be thrown 
into the Way of ‘Thoufands, yet uncor- 
rupted,by the Multitude of new Shops 
that will be opened for the Diftributi- 
on of Poyfon, and the Security which 
Debauchery will obtain from the Coun- 
tenance of the Legiflature. 

What will be theConfequences of any 
Encouragement given to a Vice already 
almoft irrefittibly prevalent, I cannot 
determine ; but furely nothing is too 
difmal to be expeéted from univerfal 
Drunkennefs, from a general Depra- 
vity of all the moft ufeful Part of Man- 
kind, from an epidemical Fury of De- 
bauchery, and an unbounded Exempti- 
on from Reftraint. 

How little any Encouragement is 
wanting to promote the Confumpt ion 
of thofe execrable Liquors, how much 
m concerns every Man whe has been 
informed of their Quality and who has 
‘een their Confequences, to oppofe the 
Ufe of them with his utmoft Influ- 
tnce, appears from the enormous 
Quantity which the Stills of this Nati- 
01 annually produce. 

The Number of Gallons, which ap- 
pears from the Accounts on the Table 
0 have been confumed laft Year, is 
Seven Millions, a Quantity fufficient to 
detroy ~ Healt h, interrupt the La- 
cour, and depraye the Morals of a

My Lorps, 
HOUGH it is undoubtedly the 
Right of every Perfon in this 
Atiembly to utter his Sentiments with 
Freedom, yet furely Decency © ought 
to reftrain us. from virulent, an d Juftice 
from undeferved, Reproaches, we ought 
not to cenfure any Conduct with more 
Severity than it deferves, nor condemn 
any Man for Praétices of which he is 
innocent. 

‘Chis Rule, which will not, I rw 
pofe, be controverted, has not in mj 
Opinion been very carefully obferved 
in this Debate; for furely nothing is 
more unjuft than to affert or infinuate 
that the Government has looked idly 

upon the Advances of Debauchery, or 
has fuffered Drunkenne(s to prevail 
without Oppofition. 

Of the Care with’ which this Licen- 
tioufnefs has been oppofed, no other 
Proof can be required than the Laws 
which have in the prefent Reign been 
made againft it. Soon after the Suc- 
ceflion of his Majeity, the Ufe of com- 
pound Spirits was prohibited, but this 
Law being eluded by fubftituting Li- 
guors fo drawn as not to be included 
in the Statutes, it was foon after re- 
pealed, and the People were for a 
Time 
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Time indeed fuffered to drink diftilled 
Liquors without Reftraint, becaufe a 
proper Method of reftraining them 
was not eafily to be found. 

How difficult it was to contrive 
Means by which this Vice might fafe- 
ly be prevented,appeared more plainly 
foon afterwards, when the outrageous 
Licentioufnefs of the Populace made it 
neceflary to contrive fome new Law 
by which the Ufe of that Liquor 
mightbe prohibited to which fo much 
Intolence, Idlenefs and Diffolutenefs 
were imputed. 

The Law which it is now propofed 
to repeal, was then zealoufly promo- 
ted by thofe who were then mof di- 
ftinguifhed for their Virtue and their 
Prudence. Every Man who had any 
Regard for the Happinefs of the Pub- 
lick was alarmed at the Inundation of 
Licentioufnefs that overflowed this 
City, and began to fpread itfelf to the 
remoter Parts of the Kingdom ; and it 
was determined that nothing but a 


total Prohibition of diftilled Liquors 


could preferve the Peace, and reftore 
the Virtue of the Nation. 

A Law was therefore made which 
prohibited the Retail of diftilied Spirits; 
and it was expected that the People 
would immediately return to the Ufe 
of more innocent and healthful Liquors, 


and that this new Art of fudden mtox- 
ication would be wholly fupprefied ; 
but with how little Knowledge of the 
Di:pofitions of the Nation this Hope 

was formed, the Event quickly dif- 
covered; for no fooner was the dar- 
jing Liquor withheld than a general 
Murmur was rat ifed over all Parts of 
this great City, and all the lower Or- 
ders ‘of the Peopl le teftified their Dif- 
content in the moit open Manner. 


Multitudes were immediately tempted G 


by the Profpeét of uncommon Gain 
co retail the prohibited Liquors; of 
thete many were detected and many 
pumihed ; ‘and the Trade of Informa- 
tion was fo lucrative and fo clofely 
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ftinate Retailers would by repeated 
Profecutions be difcouraged from the 
Prattice. 

But no fooner did the People find 


A their favourite Gratification in real 


Danger than they unanimouily en- 
gaged in its Defence, they difcovered 
that without Informers the new Law 
was without Operation ; and the In- 
formers were therefore perfecuted by 
them without Mercy and without Re. 
miffion, till at Jaft no Man would 
venture to provoke the Refentment of 
the Populace for the Reward to which 
Information entitled him. 

Thus, my Lords, one Law ha 
been eluded by Artifice, and another 
defeated by Violence; the Practice of 
drinking Spirits, however pernicious, 
ftill continued to prevail; the Magi- 
ftrates could not punifh a Crime of 
which they were not informed, and 
they could obtain no Information of a 
Practice vindicated by the Populace. 

t is not indeed to be allowed that 
the Cuftom of drinking diftilled Li- 
quors, however prevalent, has yet 
arifen to theHeight at which the noble 
Lord who fpoke lait feems to imagine 
it arrived ; for tho” it is undoubted- 
ly true that feven Millions of Gal- 
lons are annually diftilled, it is not to 
be imagined that the whole Quantity 
is waited in Debauchery ; fome is ex- 
hautted by the Neceflities, and fome 
by. the Conveniences of Life, a great 
Part is export on to other Coun:ries, 
andthe Dittillery promotes many othe: 
Purpofes than thofe of Riot and Li- 
centioufne/s. 

That too much however is ufed by 
the common People, and that In- 
temperance has for fome ‘Time pre- 
vailed ina Degree unknown to any 
former Age, cannot be denied ; and 
therefore fome Means of sociainlile 
them ought to be tried. What ther, 
my Lords, is to be done? The rf rf

“That the prefent Law is ineffectual 
cannot be doubted by thofe who affert; 
that the Quantity of Spirits diftilled 
has every Year encreafed; and there 
feems to remain therefore no other 
Choice than that of fuffering this In- 
creafe to proceed, or to endeavour to 
prevent it by new Regulations. The 
prefent Law ought to be repealed, 
becaufe it is ufelefs ; but furely fomé 
other ought to fupply its Place which 
may be more eafily enforced and lefs 
violently oppofed. 

The Bill now before us, my Lords, 
will, in my Opinion, anfwer all the 
Purpofes of the laft without Noife and 
without Difturbance. By leffening the 
Price of Licenees it will put a Stop toc B 
clandeftine Retail, and by raifing 
that of the Liquors, it will hinder the 
common People from drinking them 
in their ufual Excefs. Thofe who have 
hitherto loft their Réafon and Limhs 
twice a Day by their Drunkennefs, 
will not be abie under the intended D 
Regulations to commit the fame Crime 
twice ina Week, and as the be af 
tion of Cheapnefs will be taken aw 
it may be hopéd that the next Gene. 
ration will not fall into the fame Vice. 

Since therefore, my Lords, the Rt E 
guments in favour of this Bill are at 
leaft plaufible and fpecious ; fince the 
Defign appears to be worthy of this 
Affembly, ané the Method propofed 
fuch as may be hoped to produce the 
Effects which the Projectors of the 
Bill defire ; and fince the Opinions of * 
this Houfe are at leaft divided, and 
the other has paffed it almoft without 
Oppofition, we ought at leaft, in my 
Opinion, not to reject it with Precipi- 
tation, but refer it to a Committee, 
that it may be fully confidered, and 
thofe Objections, w *hich cAnnot be an-” 
fwered, removed by proper Alterati- 
Ons.

gularly debated according to the ufual 
Forms of this Aflembly. But in the 
prefent Cafe, my Lords, and in all 
Cafes like the prefent, this Demand is 
improper, becaufe it is ufelefs ; and it 
is ufelefs, becaufe we can do now all 
that we can na Con 
mittee. For the Bill before us is a 
Money Bill which, according to the 
prefent Opinion of the — we 
have no Right whiclt

therefore we have no need of confider- 

ing in a Committ ec, fince the agree 
of all oar Deliberations muft be; t hat 
we are either to reject or pais it in its 
prefent State. For I fappofe no Lord 
will think this a proper Time to enter 
into a Controverfy with the Clinabs 


for the Revival of thofe Privileges to 
which I believe we have a Right, and 
fuch a Controverfy the leat Attempt 
to amend a Money Bill will certainly 
produce. 

To defire thercfore, my Lords, that 
this Bill may be confidered in a Com- 
only to defire, that it may 
gain one Step without Oppofition, 
that it may proceed through the Forms 
of the Hou fe _— Stealth, and chat the 
Kk&kE Con- 
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Confideration of it may be delayed till 
the Exigencies of the Government 
fhall be to great, as not to allow Time 
{or raifing the Supplies by any other 
Niethod. 

By this Artifice, grofs as it is, the 
Patrons of this wonderful Bill hope to 
obitruéct a plain and open Dete¢tion of 
its ‘Tendency.'They Hope, my Lords, 
that the Bili thall operate in the fame 
Manner with the Liquor which it is 
intended to bring into more gene- 
ral Ufe; and that as thofe that drink 
Spirits are drunk before they are well 
aware that they are drinking, the Ef- 
fects of this Law fhall be perceived 
before we know that we have made it. 
‘Their Intent is to give us a Dram of 
Policy which is to be fwallowed be- 
fore it is tafted, and which, when once 
it is fwallowed, will turn our Heads. 

But, my Lords, I hope we thall be 
fo cautious as to examine the Draught 
which thefe State Empirics have 
thought proper to offer us; and I am 
confident that a very littleExaminatien 
will convince us of the pernicious Qua- 
kties of their new Preparation, and 
fhew that it can have no other Effect 
than that of poyfoning the Publick. 

‘The Law before us, my Lords, 
{eems to be the Effe& of that Praétice 
of which it is intended likewife to be 
the Caufe, and to be diétated by the 
Liquor of which it fo effeétually pro- 
motes the Ufe; for furely it never 
before was conceived by any Man in- 
trufted with the Adminiitration of 
publick Affairs to raife Taxes by the 
Deftruétion of the People. 

Nothing, my Lords, but the De- 
ftruction of all the moft laborious and 
ufefal Part of the Nation can be ex- 
pected from the Licence which is now 
propefed to be given not only to 
Drankennefs, but to Drunkennefs of 
the moft deteftable and dangerous 
Kind, to the Abufe not only of intoxi- 
cating but ef poyfonous Liquors. 

Nothing, my Lords, is more ab- 


furd than to affert, that the Ufe of H 


eit 


Spirits will be hindred by the Bill now 
before us, or indecd that it will not be 
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ina very greatDegree promoted by it. 
For what produces all Kind of Wick. 
ednefs but the Profpect of Impunity 
on one Part, or the Solicitation of Op- 


A portunity on the other; either of thefe 


have too frequently been fufficient to 

overpower the Senfe of Merality and 

even of Religion; and what is not to be 

feared from them, when they fhall a- 

nite their Force and operate together, 

when Temptations fhall be encreafed, 
B and Terror taken away? 

It is allowed by thofe who have 
hitherto difputed on either fide of this 
Queftion, that the People appear ob- 
ftinately enamoured of this new Li- 
quor ; it is allowed on both Parts, that 


C this Liquor corrupts the Mind, and 


enervates the Body, and deftroys Vi- 
gour and Virtue at the fame Time, 
that it makes thofe who drink it too 
idle and too feeble for Work ; and, 
while it impoverifhes them by the pre- 
fent Expence, difables them from re- 


D trieving its ill Confequences by fub- 


fequent Indafry. 

It might be imagined, my Lords, 
that thofe who had thus far agreed, 
would not eafily find any Occation of 
Difpute, nor would any Man, unac- 


— quainted with the Motives by which 


fenatorial Debates are too often in- 
fluenced, fufpect that after the perni- 
cious Qualities of this Liquor, and the 
general Inclination among the People 
to the immoderate Ufe of it, had been 
generally admitted, it could be after- 


® wards enquired, whether it ought to 


be made more common, whether this 
univerfal Thirft for Poyfon ought to be 
encouraged by the Legiflature, and 
whether a new Statute ought to be 
made to fecure Drunkards in the Gra- 
tification of their Appetites. 

To pretend, my Lords, that the 
Defign of this Bill is to prevent or di- 
minith the Ufe of Spirits, is to trample 
upon common Senfe, and to violate 
the Rules of Decency as well as of 
Reafon. For when did any Man hear, 
that a Commodity was prohibited by 
licenfing its Sale, or that to offer and 

efufe is the fame Aktion? : 
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It is indeed pleaded, that it will be 
made dearer by the Tax which is pro- 
pofed, and that the Encreafe of the 
Price will diminifh the Numbers of 
the Purchafers; but it is at the fame 
time expected that this Tax fhall fup- 
ply the Expence of a War on the 
Continent : It is afferted therefore, 
that the Confumption of Spirits willbe 
hindred, and yet that it will be fuch as 
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Surely, my Lords, Men of thi§ 
unbounded Benevolence, and this ex- 
alted Genius deferve fuch Honours as 
were never paid before, they deferve 


A to beftride a But upon every Sign- 


poft in the Metropolis, or to have 
their Countenances exhibited as ‘I’0- 
kens where this Liquor is to be fold 
by the Licence which they have pro- 
cured. ‘They mutt be at leaft remem- 


may be expected to furnifh,from avery p bered to future Ages, as the happy 


fmall Tax, a Revenue fufficient for the 
Support of Armies, for the Re-eftab- 
lifhment of the Aurifian Family and 
the Repreflion of the Attempts of 
Blefufcu. 

Surely, my Lords, thefe Expeéta- 
tions are not very confiftent, nor can 
it be imagined that they are both 
formed inthe fame Head, though they 
may be expreffed by the fame Mouth. 
It is however fome Recommendation 
of a Statefman, when of his Affertions 
one can be found reafonable or true ; 
and in this Praife cannot be denied to 
our prefent Minifters; for though it 
is undoubtedly falfe, that this Tax will 
leffen the Confumption of Spirits, it is 
certainly true that it will produce a very 
large Revenue, a Revenue that will 
not fail but with the People from 
whofe Debaucheries it arifes. 

Our Minifters will therefore have 
the fame Honour with their Predecef- 
fors of having given Rife to a new 
Fund, not indeed for the Payment of 
our Debts, but for mucgh more valua- 
ble Purpofes, for the Exaltation of our 
Hearts under Oppreflion, for the Ele- 
vation of our Spirits amidft Mifcarri- 
ages and Difappointments, and for the 
chearful Support of thofe Debts which 


Politicians, who, after all F'xpedicnts 
for raifing Taxes had been employed, 
difcovered a new Method of draining 
the lait Reliques of the publick Wealth 
and added a new Revenue to the Go 
vernment; nor will thofe, who {hall 
hereafter enumerate the feveral Funds 
now eftablifhed among us, forget a- 
mong the Benefactors to their Country 
the illuftrious Authors of the Drink- 
ing Fund. 

May I be allowed, my Lords, to

low-fubjects upon the happy ‘Times 
which are now approaching, in which 
no Man will be difqualified for the 
Privilege of being drunk, when all 
Difcontent and Difloyalty thall be for- 
gotten, and the People though now 
confidered by the Miniftry as their E- 
nemies, fhall acknowledge the Lenity 
of that Government under which all 
Reftraints are taken away. 

But to a Bill for fuch defirable Pur- 
pofes it would be proper, my Lords, 
to prefix a Preamble in which the 
Kindnefs of our Intentions fhould be 
more fully explained, that the Nation 
may not miftake our Indulgence for 
Cruelty, nor confider their Benefac- 
tors as their Perfecutors. If therefore 
this Bill be confidered and amended, 
for why elfe fhould it be confider’d? in 
a Committee, I fhall humbly propofe, 
that it fhall be introduced in this Man- 
ner: Whereas the Defigns of the 
prefent Miniftry, whatever they are, 
cannot be executed without a great 
Number of Mercenaries, which Mer- 
cenaries cannot be hired without 
Money ; and whereas the prefent Dif- 
pofition of this Nation to sas 

nefs 
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nefs inclines us to believe, that they 
wil] pay more chearfully for the un- 
difturbed Enjoyment of diftilled Li- 
quors than for any other Concefflion 
that can be made by the Government, 
be it enacted by the King’s moft ex- 
cellent Majefty, that no Man fhall 
hereafter be denied the Right of be- 
ing drunk on the following Conditi- 
ons. 

This, my Lords, to trifle no longer, 
is the proper Preamble to this Bill 
which contains only the Conditions on 
which the People of this Kingdom are 
to be allowed henceforward to riot 
in Debauchery, in Debauchery li- 
cenfed by Law and countenanced by 
the Magiftrates; for there is no doubt 
but thofe on whom the Inventers of 
this Tax fhall confer Authority, will 
be direfted to affift their Matters in 
their Defign to encourage the Con- 
fumption of that Liquor from which 
fuch large Revenues are expeCied, and 
to multiply without end thofe Licences 
which are to pay an yearly Tribute to 
the Crown, 

By this unbounded Licence, my 
Lords,that Price will be leffened; from 
the Increafe of which the Expeétati- 
ons of the Efficacy of this Law are 
pretended ; for the Number of Retail- 
ers will leffen the Value as in all othe 
Cafes, and leffen it more than this Tax 
will encreafe it. Befides, it is to be 
confidered, that at prefent the Re- 
tailer expects to be paid for the Danger 
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ment has on this Occafion been either 
miftaken or..perverted. Vice, my 
Lords, is not properly to be taxed but 
fuppreffed, and heavy Taxes are fome- 


A times the only Means by which that 


Suppreffion can he attained. Luxury, 
my Lords, or the Excefs of that,which 
is pernicious only by its Excefs, may 
very properly be taxed, that fuch Ex- 
cefs, though not ftri€tly unlawful, may 
be made more difficult. But the Ufe 
of thefe Things which are fimply hurt- 
ful, hurtful in their own Nature and 
in every Degree, is to be prohibited, 
None, my Lords, ever heard in any 
Nation of a Tax upon Theft or Adul- 
tery, becaufe a Tax implies a Licence 


c granted for the Ufe of that which is

which he incurs by an unlawful Trade, F 


and will not truft his Reputation or his 
Parfe to the Mercy of his Cuftomer, 
without a Profit proportioned to’ thé 
Hazard ; but when once the Re- 
itraint fhall'be taken away, he will 


fell for common Gain; and it cang 


hardly be imagined that at prefent he 
fubjeéts himfelf to Informations and 
Penalties for lef$ than Six-pence a 
Gallon, .

Drunkennefs, my Lords, is univer- 
fally and, in all Circumftances an E- 
vil; and therefore ought not to be 
taxed but punifhed, and the Means of 
it not to be made eafy by a flight Im- 
poft which none can feel, but to be 
removed out of the Reach of the 
People, and fecured by the heavieit 
Taxes levied with the utmoft Rigour. 
I hope thofe,to whofeCare theReligion 
of the Nation is particularly configned, 
will unanimoufly join with me in main- 
taining the Neceffity not of taxing Vice 
but fuppreffing it, and unite for the 
Rejection of a Bill, by which the fu- 
ture as well as prefent Happinefs of. 
‘Thoufands met be deftroyed.

My Lorps, 


HE Bill now before us has, from 
its firft Appearance in the other 
Houfe, feera’d to me of fuch Impor- 
tance as to deferve the greateft A ttenti- 
on, and to demand the moft diligent 
Enquiry ; and I have therefore con- 
fidered it with uncommon Care, and 
perfued all thofe Enquiries from which 
I could expeé any  Affiftance for 
difcovering its Tendency and its Con- 
fequences, with the niceit and moft 
anxious Vigilance. 
That 
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That my Attention and Diligence 
may not wholly terminate in the Gra- 
tification of idle and ufelefs Curiofity, 
it is: proper to inform your Lordfhips 
of their Refuit, by which I hope to 
convinee you as I am myfelf convin- 
ced, that this Bil! -carmot become a 
Law, without indangering the Lives 
of Thoafands, without difperfing Dif- 
gafes over the Nation, or without 
multiplying Crimes beyond the Pofii- 
bility of Reftraint or Punifhment, that 
it will fll the Land with Confufion 
fara Time, by infatuating the People, 
and afterwards lay it defolate by de- 
froy mg them. 

All my Enquiries, my Lords, have 
have had one conftant and uniform 
Effet. On what fide foever, I have 
turned my Speculations, I have found 
new Arguments againft this Bill, and 
have ditcovered new Mifchiefs com- 
prifed in it, Mifchiefs which, however 
fome may endeavour to overlook them, 
and others to defpife them, will be 
found in afhort Time too general to 
be.concealed and too formidable to be 
neglected. 

The firft Confideration, in which 
the Neceflity of deliberating on this 
Bill engaged me; related to the Qua- 
lity of the Liquors'which are menti- 
oned in: it. With Regard to this 
Queition, my. Lords, there was no 
Pottibility of long Sufpenfe ; for the 
pernicious Kifeéts of Spirits were con- 
Jefled equally by all thofe who coun- 
tenanced and oppofed this new Pro- 
lecl, nor could any Man take a Survey 

fthisCity without meeting in his Way 
fuch Objects as might make all farther 
inquiry fuperfuous. The Idlenefs, the 
infolence, the Debauchery of the com- 
mon People, . and their natural and 


certain Confequerices, Poverty, Dif-G 


eaies, Mifery and Wickednefs, are to 
omerved without any Intention of 
dulging fuch difagreeable Speculati- 
ois; In every Part of this great Metro- 
bois, whoever fhall pals along the 


‘teets, will find Wretches ftretched u 


upon the Pavement, infenfible and mo- 


tonle 


cis, and only removed by the ° 
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Charity of Paffengers from the Danger 
of being crufhed by Cartiages or tramp- 
led by Horfes, or ftrangled with Filth 


in the common Shewers; and others lefs 


A helplefs perhaps, but more dangerous, 


who have drank too much to fear 
Punifhment, but not enough to hinder 
them from provoking it, who think 
themfelves in the Elevation of Drunk- 
ennefs intitled to treat all thofe with 
Contempt whom their Drefs diftin- 
guithes from them, and to refent every 
Injury which in the Heat of their I- 
magination they fuppofe themfelves to 
fuffer, with the utmoft Rage of Re- 
fentment, Violence of Rudenefs, and 
Scurrility of Tongue. 

No Man can pafs a fingle Hour in 
publick Places without meeting fuch 
Objeéts, or hearing fuch Expreflions 
as difgrace human Nature, fuch as 
cammot be looked upon without Hor- 
ror, or heard without Indignation, 
and which there is however no 


D Poflibility of removing or preventing, 


whil& this hateful Liquor is publickly 
fald. 

But the vifible and obvious Effects 
of thefe pernicious Draughts, however 
offenfive, or inconvenignt, are yet 
much lefs to be dreaded than their 
more flow and fecret Operations. That - 
Excefs of dittilled Spirits inflames the 
Poor to infolence and Fury; that it ex- 
pofes thein either to Hurt by making 
them inienfible of Danger, or to Pu- 
nifhment by making them fearlefs of 
Authority, is not to be reckoned the 
moit fatal Confequence of their Ufe ; 
for thefe Eifects, though their Fre- - 
quency makes it neceflary to fupprefs 
them, with Regard to each Indivi- 
dual are of no long Duration; the Un- 
deritanding is in a fhort Time recover- 
ed after a fingle Debauch, and the 
Drunkard may return to his Employ- 
ment. 

But though the Pleafuresof Drunk- 
ennefs are quickly at an End, its Pains 
are of longer Continuance. Thefe 
Liquors not only infatuate the Mind 
but poyfon the Body, nor do they 
produce only momentary Fury, but 

incura- 
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incurable Debility, and lingering Dif- 
eafes; they not only fill our Streets 
with Madmen, and our Prifons with 
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Such, my Lords, are the Effects of 
diftilled Liquors, Effects of which I 
would not have fhocked you with the 


Criminals, but our Hofpitals with Enumeration, had it not been with 


Cripples. 
Time infefted the publick Walks with 
their Infults, quickly difturb them with 
their Lamentations, and are foon re- 
duced from Bullies to Beggers, and 
obliged to folicite Alms from thofe they 
ufed to threaten and infult. 

Nor does the Ufe of Spirits, my 
Lords, only impoverifh the Publick, 
by leffening the Number of ufeful and 
laborious Hands, but by cutting off 
thofe Recruits by which its natural and 
inevitable Lofles are to be fupplied. 
The Ufe of diftilled Liquors impairs 
the Fecundity of the human Race, and 
hinders that Increafe which Provi- 
dence has ordained for the Support of 
the World. Thofe Women who riot 
in this poyfonous Debauchery are 


quickly difabled from bearingChildren, D 


by bringing on themfelves in a fhort 
Time all the Infirmities and Weak- 
nefles of Age, or what is yet more 
deftruétive to general Happinefs, pro- 
duce Children difeafed from their Birth 
by the Vices of their Parents, Children 
whofe Blood is tainted with inveterate 
and accumulated Maladies, for which 
no Cure can be expected; and. who 
therefore are an additional Burthen to 
the Community, and muft be fup- 
ported through a miferable Life by 


that Labour which they cannot fhare, F 


and muft be protected by that Commu- 
nity of which they cannot contribute 
to the Defence. 

Thus, my Lords, is the great Source 
of Power and Wealth dried up, the 
Numbers of the People are every Day 
diminifhed ; and by Confequence our 
Armies muft be weakened, our Trade 
abandoned, and our Lands unculkti- 
vated. ‘To diminifh the People of 
any Nation is the moft atrocious po- 
litical Crime that it is poffible to com- 


Thofe who have for a Aa Defign of preventing them; and 


farely no Man will be charged with fo 
trivial an Offence as Negligence of 
Delicacy, when he is pleading not for 
the Honour or the Life of a fingle 
Man, but for the Peace of the prefent 
Age, the Health of Pofterity, and the 
Exiftence of the Li/liputian People. 

After having examined the Nature 
of thefe Liquors, it is natural to en- 
quire, how much they are in Ufe, 
whether Mankind appear to know their 
Quality, and avoid and deteft them 
like other Poyfons, or whether they 
are confidered as inoffenfive and drank 
like other Liquors to raife the Spirits, 
or to gladden the Heart, whether they 
make Part of focial Entertainments, 
and whether they are handed round at 
publick Tables, without any Sufpicion 
of their fatal Confequences. 

It is well known, my Lords, that 
thefe Liquors have not been long in 
Ufe among the common People. Spi- 
rits were at firft only imported from 
foreign Countries ; and were by Ccn- 
fequence too dear for the Luxuries 
of the Vulgar. In Time it was dif- 
covered that it was practicable todraw 
from Grain and other Produéts of our 
own Soil fuch Liquors as, though not 
equally pleafing to elegant Palates 
with thoke of other Nations, refembled 
themat leaftin their inebriating Quality, 
and might be afforded at an caly Rate; 
and confequently generally purchafed. 

This Difcovery, my Lords, gave 
Rife to the new Trade of Diftilling, 
which has been now for many Years 
carried en in this Nation, and of the 
Progrefs of which, fince the Duties 
were laid upon its Produce, an exat 
Account may be eafily obtained, which 
I thought fo necefiary in our Dehbera- 
tions on this Bill, that I have procured 


mit; for it tends not to inflave or im- H it to be drawn out. 


poverifh, but to annihilate, not to 
make a Nation miferable, but toamake 
it no longer a Nation. , 


From this Account, my Lords, it 
will be difcovered, what cannot be 
related without the utgnoft Grief, that 

there 
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fhere has prevailed for many Years a 
Kind of contagious Infatuation among 
the common People, by which they 
have been incited to poyfon themfelves 
and their Children with diftilled Spi- 
rits, they have forfaken thofe Liquors 
which in former Times enlivened their 
Converfation, and exalted their Mer- 
riment, and inftead of Ale and Beer, 
rioted of late in diftilled Spirits. 

The amazing Increafe of the Con- 
fumption of Spirits for the laft ten 
Years, is a Proof too evident of the 
Prevalence of this deftructive Species 
of Dzunkennefs ; and I fhall therefore, 
without troubling your Lordthips with 
earlier Accounts, only mention in 
round Numbers, the vaft Quantities 
for which the Duty has been paid for 
a few Years in that Period. In the 
Year thirty three, the Number of 
Gallons diftilled was three Millions 
and nine hundred 'Thoufand, which in 
thirty five was encreafed to five Mil- 
lions and three hundred Thou- 
fand: Soon afterwards the Law 


was made which we are now perfuad- 


ed to repeal,by theExecution of which, 


however feeble and irrefolute, the 
Number was reduced in the firft Year 
afterwards to 3 Millions, and might 
perhaps by fteady Perfeverance have 
been every Year leffened ; but in a 
fhort Time the People prevailed in 
the Conteft with the Legiflators, they 
intimidated Information, and wearied 
Profecution; and were at length al- 
lowed to indulge themfelves in the En- 
joyment of their favourite Vice with- 
out any farther Moleftation. 

The Effeéts of this Indulgence, my 
Lords, have been very remarkable, 


nor can it be denied that the Govern. G 


ment betrayed great Weaknefs in fuf- 
fering the Laws to be over-ruled by 
Drunkennefs, and the meaneft and 
moft profligate of the People to fet the 
Statutes at Defiance; for the Vice 
which had been fo feebly oppofed 
fpread wider aud wider, and every 
Year added regularly another Million 
ef Gallons to the be era of Spirits 
difled, till inthe laft Year they arefe 
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to feven Millions and one hundred 
thoufand Gallons. 

Such, my Lords, is at prefent the 
State of the Nation: ‘Twelve Millions 
of Gallons of thefe poyfonous Liquors 
are every Year fwallowed by the In- 
habitants. of this Kingdom, and this 
Quantity, enormous as it is, will pro- 
bably every Year encreafe, till the 
Number of the People hall be fenfibly 


B diminifhed by the Difeafes which it 


muft produce ; nor fhall we find any 
Decay of this pernicious Trade, but 
by the general Mortality that will 
over-fpread the Kingdom. 

At leaft if this Vice fhould be fup- 
refled, it muft be fupprefied by fome 
upernatural Interpofition of Provi- 

dence; for nothing is more abfurd 
than to imagine that the Bill now be- 
fore us can produce any fuch Effect. 
For what, my Lords, encourages any 
Man to a Crime but Security from 


D Punifhment, or what tempts him to 


the Commiffion of it but frequent 
Opportunity. We are however about 
to reform the Practice of drinking Spi- 
rits by making Spirits more eafy to be 
procured, we are about to hinder them 
from being bought by exempting the 
Vender from all Fear of Punifhment. 
It has indeed been afferted that the 
Tax now to be laid upon thefe Liquors 
will have fuch wonderful Effeéts,. that 
thofe who are at prefent drunk twice a 
Day will net be henceforward able to 


F committhe fame Crime twice a Week; 


an Affertion which I could not hear 
without wondering at the new Dit- 
coveries which minifterial Sagacity 
can fometimes make. 

In Deliberations on a Subje& of 
fuch Importance, my Lords, no Man 
ought to content himfelf with Con- 
jeture, where Certainty may, at what- 
foever Expence of Labour, be at- 
tained ; nor ought any Man to neg- 
lect a careful and attentive Examina- 
tion of his Notions before he offers 


H them in publick Confultations; for if 


they were erroneous, and no Mancan 
be certaim that he is in the right, who 
hag aever breught his ewa Opinions 

te

Ft is therefore apparent, upon thé 
noble Lord’s Suppofition © that. the 
Price of the’ Liquor will .be raifed ix 
Confequence of this Tax, that no Man 
can be hindered trom more than a fifth 


more painfal than any perforial Igno- p Part of his ufual Debauchery ; which 


miny, he may languifh under the 
Confeiowfneis of having influenced the 
poblick /Counfels by falfe Declarati- 
ons, and having by his Negligence be- 
tfayed-his Country to Calamities which 
a clofer Atténtion might have enabled 
him‘ to have forefeén. 
 Whetherthe noble Lord, who al- 
leged’the Certainty of Reformation, 
which ‘this Bil will produce, ever 
exammed” his “own Opinion, I know 
not; but think it neteffary at leaft to 
confider it miore particularly to fupply 
that Proof of it which, # it- be true, 
he neglected to produce, or to thew, if 
it be found falfe, how little -eonfident 
Affertions ‘are to be regarded. 
Between twice a Day, and “twice a 
Week, the noble Lord will not deny 
the Propertion to be as feven ¢o one ; 
and therefore to prevent Drunkennefs 
in the Degree which he petfiades us 
to’ oxpeR; the Price of tlie Liquor 
muft be raifed in the fame Proportion ; 
but the’ Daty laid upon the Gallon 
will "noc encréafe the Price a fifth 
Part, even though it thotild not be -- 
fuded by diffilling Liquors ef an ex- 
traordinary Strength ;‘one fifth Part of 
the Price is therefore, in his P.ord:hip’s 
Eftimate, equal to the whole Price 
feven times multiplied.

PAtAs the Tax will not make a fifth 
Part of the Price, «and evén that may 
be in fome Meafuré evaded, the Duty 
paid for “Bicénces {carecly  deférves 


however would be fome Advantage to 
the Publick ; bat-even this fimalt 'Ad- 
vantage cannot -be expeéted’ from 
the Bill, becaufe one Part will ob 
firu€tthe Benefits that might be hoped 
from another..

Year, it may be reafonably imagined 
that by the Countenance of the Legif- 
lature and the Proteétion of Authority 
it will encreafe in a doubleProportion ;

the Deftruction of the People. 

Thus far, my Lords, the Scheme 
of the Miniftry appears ye ae 
but all Profperity, at leaft all the Prof- 
perity of Difhonefly muftin Time have 
an End. The Praétice of f drinking can- 
not be for ever continued, becaufe it 
will hurry the prefent Generation to 
the Grave, and prevent the Pro- 
duétion of another ; the Revenue 
muft’ ceafe with the Confumption, 
and the Confumption muft be at an 
End, when the Confumers are de- 
ftroyed. 

But this, my Lords, cannot fpeedi- 
ly happen, nor have our Minifters any 
Dread of Miferies which are only to 
fall in diftant Times upon another Ge- 
neration.

HE Bill now before us has been 

_ examined with the utmoft A- 
cutene’ s,and oppofed with all the Artsof 
Eloquence and Argumentation, nor has 

Cany Topic been forgotten that could 
fpecioufly be employ ed againft it. It 
has been reprefented by fome as con- 
trary to Policy, and by others as op- 
pofite to Religion, its Confequences 
have been difplayed with all the Con- 
fidence of Prediction, and the Motives 

D upon which it has been formed de- 
clared to be fuch as, I hope, every Man 
abhorrs who projected or defends it. 

It has been afferted that this Bill 
owes its Exiftence only to the Neceffi- 
ty of raifing Taxes for the Support of 

to be employ- 
ed in ufelefs and dangerous Expediti- 
ons ; and that thofe who defend it have 
no Regard to the Happinefs or Virtue 
of the People, nor any other Defign 
than to raife Supplies, and gratify the 
Miniftry. 

F In perfuance of this Scheme of Ar- 
gument, the Confequences of this Bill 
have been very artfully deduced, and 
very copioufly explained ; and: it 
wae been afferted ‘that by pafling it, 

e fhall thew ourfelves the Patrons of 
Vi ice, the Defenders of Debauchery, 
G and the Promoters of Drunkennefs. 

It has been declared- thatdn Confe- 
quence ef this Law, by which the 
Ufe of diftilied Liquots is intended to 
be reftrained, the Retailers of them 
will be multiplied, and ‘multiplied 

till the Corruption, 

Which is z already too extenfive, ‘is be- 

come general, ah id the Nation is.trani- 

formed 
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formed into a Herd of Drunkards. 

With Regard to the Ufes to which 
the Money which fhall arife from this 
Tax is: to be. applied, though it has 
been more than once mentioned in this 
Debate, I fhall pafs it over, as without 
anyConne<tion with theQuettion before 
us. To confound different Topicks, 
may be ufeful to thofe whofe Detign is 
to impofe upon the Inattention or 
Weaknefs of their Opponents, as they 
may be enabled: by it to alter fome- 
times the State of the Controverfy, and 
to hide their Fallacies in Perplexity 
and Confufion, but always to be avoid- 
ed by thofe, who endeavour to dif- 
cover and to-eftablith Truth, who dif- 
pute not to confound but to convince, 
and who intend not to diflurb the pub- 
lick Deliberations but afiift them. 

I fhall therefore, my Lords, only 
endeavour to fhow that the Confe- 
quence, of which fome Lords exprefs, 
and I believe with Sincerity, fuch 
dreadful Apprehenfions, is not in rea- 
lity to be feaved from this Bill, that 
it will probably promote the Purpofe 
for which it is declared to be calcula- 
ted, and that it, will, by no Means, 
produce. that Havock in the human 
Species which-feems to be fufpected,or 
diffufe that Corruption through the 
People which has been confidently 
foretold, 

The prefent State of this Vice, my 
Lords, has been fully explained as 
well by thofe who oppofe the Bill as 
by thofe who defend it. The Ufe of 
diftilled Liquors is now prohibited by a 
penal Law, but the Execution of this 
Law,as of all others of the fame Kind, 
neceflarily fuppofes a regular Informa- 
tion of the Breach of it to be laid be- 
fore the Magiftrate. The People con- 
fider this Law, however jul or necef- 
fary, as an AQ of the moft tyrannical 
Cruelty which ought to be oppofed, 
with the uisnoft Steadinefs and Vigor, 
as an infupportable Hardthip from 
which they ought at any Rate to fet 
themfelves free. 

They have decermined ,th>refore,not 
ta be governed by this Law; and have 
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confequentely endeavoured to hinder 
its Execution ; and fo vigorous have 
been their Efforts, that they have at 
laft prevailed. At firft they only op- 
pofed it by their Perfeverance and 
Obftinacy, they refolved to perfft in 
the Practice of retailing Liquors with- 
out regard to the Penalties which they 
might incur by it; and therefore as 
one was put to Prifon, his Place was 
immediately fupplied by another ; 
and fo frequent were the Informati- 
onsand fo fruitlefs the Penalties that 
chief Magiftrate of the Metropolis 
lamented publickly in the cther Honfe 
the unpleafing Neceflity to which he 
was fubjetted by that Law, of fining 
and imprifoning without End, and 
without Hopes of procuring the Refor- 
mation that was intended, 

Thus they proceeded for fome 
Time, and appeared to hope that 
theMagiftrates would after a whilecon- 
nive at a Practice, which they fhould 
find no Degree of Severity iufficient 
to fupprefs, that they would fink ua- 
der the Fatigue of .punifhing to no 
Purpofe, that they woild by Degrees 
relax their Vigilance, and leave the 
People in quiet Poffeffion of that Fe- 
licity which they appeared to rate at 
fo higha Price. 

At length, my Lords, inftead of 
wearying the Magilflrates, they grew, 
weary themfelves, and determined no 
longer to bear Perfecution for. their 
Enjoyments, but to refiit that Law 
which they could not evade, and ta 
which they would not fubmit. _ They. 
therefore determined to mark out all 
thofe who by their Informations pro- 
moted its Execution, as publick Ene- 
mies, as Wretches who for the fake 
of a Reward, carried on a Trade of 
Perjury and Perfecution, and. whe 
harrafied their innocent Neighbours 
only for carrying on a lawful Em- 
ployment for fupplying the Wants. of 
the Poor, relieving the Wearincfs. of 
the Labourer, adminiftring Solace -to 
the Deje&ed, and Cordials to the 
Sick. 

The Word wgs theref:¢ given that 
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no Informer fhould be fpared, and 
when an Offender was fummon’d by the 
civil Officers, Crowds watched at the 
Door of the Magiftrate to refcue the 
Prifoner, and to di fcover and feize 
the Witnefs upon whofe Teitimony 
he was convicted; and unfortunate 
was the Wretch who, wich the Imputa- 
tion of this Crime upon him, fell into 
their Hands; it is well remembred 
by every Man who at that Time was 
converfant in this City, with what 
Out-cries of Vengeance an Informer 
was perfued in the publick Streets, and 
in the open Day ; with what E xclame- 
tions of ‘Triumph he was feized, and 
with what Rage of Cruelty he was 
tormented. 

One Inftance of their Fury I very 
particularly remember, as a Man was 
pafling along the Streets, the Alarm 
was given that he was an Informer 
againft the Retailers of Spirituous Li- 
quors, the Populace were immediate- 
ly gathered as in a Time of com- 
mon Danger, and united in the Per- 
fuit as of a Beaft of Prey, whichi it 
was criminal not to deftroy ; the Man 
difcovered, either by Confcioufnefs or 
Intelligence, his Danger, and fled for 
his Life with the utmoft Precipitation; 
but no Houfe-keeper durit afford him 
Shelter, the Cry encreafed upon him 
on all Hands, and the Populace rol- 
led on after him with a ‘Torrent not 
to be -refifted, and he was upon the 
Poirit of being overtaken, and like 
fome others deftroyed, when one of 
the ‘greateft Perfons in the Nation, 
hearing the Tumult, and enquiring 
the Reafon, opened his Doors to the 
dittrefied Fugitive, and fhel:ered him 
from a cruel ‘Death. 

Soon afterwards there was a Stop 
put to all pierces, no Man dared 
afterwards, for the fake of a Reward 
expofe himfelf to the Fury of the Peo- 
ple, and the Ufe of thefe deftruttive 
Liquors was no longer obftructed. 


How much the Praétice of this Kind 2 


of Debauchery prevailed, after this 
fhort Refiraint, and how .miuch the 
Confumption of thefe deftructive Li- 
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quors has encreafed; the noble Lord 
who fpoke laft has very accurately 
informed us, nor can any Argument 
be offered for the prefent Bill more 
{trong than that which his Computa- 
tions have already furnifhed. 

For, if it appears, my Lords, and 
it cannot be doubted after fuch aus 
thentick ‘Teftimonies, that feven 
Millions of Gallons of Spirits are 
every Year confumed in this King- 
dom, and that of thefe far the greatett 
Quantity is watted in the moft flagiti- 
ous and deftruétive Debauchery ; it is 
furely at length neceflary to confider 
by what Means this Confumption, 
which cannot be ftopped, may be 


C leffen’d, and this Vice obftructed, 


which cannot be reformed 

By Opening a fufficient Number of 
licenied Shops, the Number of un- 
licenfed ‘Retailers will be neceifarily 
lefiened, and by raifing the Price 
of the Liquor, the Quantity which 
the Poor drink, muft. with equal Cer- 
tainty be diminifhed ; and as it can: 
not be imagined that the Number of 
thofe who will pay annually for Li- 
cences, can be equal to that of the 
petty Traders, who now difpofe of Spi- 
rits in Cellars and in the Streets; it 18 
reafonable. to believe that fince there 
will be fewer Sellers, lefs will be fold.

Th: Colonel: of the fix Regiments of 
Marines were old Officerr, who had all 
fexceptirg onc) ferved avroad in the 
lait War.

N fo barren a Country the Food of the 
{ohabitants is nothing but WhalesFieth, 
Fith, Bacon made of Sea-calves and Legs A 
of Reinedeer, which laft are nor reckon- 
ed the lefs delicious for being tough. The 
Greenlanders know nothing of Bread, 

Pulf:, Fruits, Milk, or even Salt. 

Here Minerals are no better known: 
Gold and Silver-Ore have not yet been 
pretended to be difcovered by any except 
by Lindenow and Forbijber. However 5 
there is here Verdegris, Lead-O.e, Iron, 
and a yellow Earth inclining to Cinnabar, 
which, it is true, yields no Metal, but is 
of fome Ufe in Painting: There are alio 
Cryftals, Asbeftus and hot Mineral Wa- 
ters of a pungent Tafte, and which pro- 
bably would be of Service to fick Per- 
fons, were there any Phyfician in this 
Country to prefcribe them. 

It is nothing ftrange to fiad in this 
extreme Part of the North, hor Mineral 
Waters: They have fuch in Jf/and, 
and even a Volcano; The Heavens are 
not more favourable than the Earth. 
Their Summers are expofed to dreadful p 
Tempeits; and the Mountains of Ice, 
with which the inland Country is ene 
tirely covered, render the Nights very 
cold, even when the Sun has greareit 
Powers Then imagine what their Wine 
tersare. They begin in Auguf? and are 
not over till May. The Coid is very ine 
tenfe. In 68 Degrees Spirits ‘of Wine © 
freeze: There is not eyen Snow tocos 
ver the Ground, it being nothing but 
Ice, which fometimes looks very fine. 
There are Rocks of white Ice, a3 alf> 
of bluz, which is produced from frefh 
Water; and there is perfectly green Ice, 
which is produced from fait Water. M. 
Egede, upon diffolving it, found that the 
Colour difappear’d ; not becaufe Colour, 
ashe thinks, confifts in a certain volatile 
Sulphur. The perpetual Ice in the Ice. 
houfes of Switzerland is of a beautiful 
azure Colour ; diffolve it and it becomes 
clear Water; but do not diffolve it and 
afmall Piece will appear no other than G 
commen Ice; for Ice muft be of a great 
Thicknefs to have any Colour ; aad the 
Water of which it is formed, docs not 
appear blue, but when the Bottom is 
not feen, 

The Fogs in this Country are almoft 
preg ras age and very inconvenient, as fy 
they hinder the Inhabitants from fithing, 
without which they have no other Means 
sf fubfifting. 

As to the * Aurora borealis, cig there

one mutt go to {ee it in Perfection. I¢ 
appears regularly after new Moun, and 
fhines fo bright that one may rad by 
its Light. Icis a Fire which ciffufes ite 
felf with aftonifhing Swiftnefs over edl 
the Horizon: One has need of it in tho‘¢ 
long Nights, which, it is crue; aré nog 
very dark, on Account of that very Ice 
which renders them fo cold. ‘ 

M. Egede found the Tides very highs 
contrary to § Opinion of fome Nartralits, 
They are very ftrong after the new and 
full Moon, and rife to 18 Feet. He 
adds avery particular Remark, that dus 
ring thefe Tides, there appear a g:cat 
many Springs, which had not been ov. 
ferved before, and which are dried ap 
when thefé Tides become lower. ._ This 
Phenomenon, which is well attefted; will 
be pleating to Naturaliits, who jdcrive 
the Origin of Springs from the Sea, and 
fuppofe that there are fubterraneoug 
Canals to convey them to Mountains: _ 

In fo barren a Country Animals cane 
not but be fcarce: Rein-deer live here; 
who by a natural Inftinét break through 
the Snow with their Feet, in order to 
come ata Rind of Mofs which they feed 
upon. Here are likewife white or grey 
Roe-bucks, white Hares; and Dogs, like 
thofe of Offa, as indolent and itupid in 
their Kind, as their Mafters. But Cows; 
Horfes and Sheep cannor live heres 
whereas, they abound in Ifeland. There 
is abundance of Birds; fome have a very 
charming Nore: And this is a peculiar 
Privilege of the North; for under the 
torrid Zone the Birds are very beautiful, 
but their Note is difagreeable. 

The Sea is better peopled than the 
Land. Here are Whales of different 
Sorts, as Narwhals and Cachillots, feve= 
ral Kinds of Sea-calves, and Salmon; 
And ’tis the Sea which fupportsthe Nag 
tives inftead of the Earth.,

The Roof 
is fat, and all the Houle is covered with 
the old Hides which have been ufed for 
the little Canoes already mentioned. The 
Doors are very low, fo that they creep 
in; as a greater Opening would too freely 
admit the Air. The Boards above-men- 
tioned ferve for Beds, Tables and Chairs. 
The Women work upon them on their 
Side, and the Men on thers. for here, 
asamong the Hottentots, the Wemen are 
not fuffer’d to come into the Men’s 
Compzny, they daré not eat before 
them, they do ail the Work of the 
Houfe, and the Men do nothing bne 
make Arms, @s Javelins, Lazcces and

have fcarce any Wood, as not aTree grous 


towards the North. They drefs their 
ViGiaals at chefe Fires or Lamps, in mar. 
ble or brafs Kettles. They have, befides, 
feven or eight other {mailer Lamps, con- 
{tantly burning in the {ame Apartment; 
which yield fo much Heat as obliges all 
within the H ufe to go almoft naked: 
What is moft difagreeable to Europeans is 
the Stench ; but the Groenlanders like it, 
and all ftrong Smells; for, the young 
Vomen f are marriagcable imagine they 
fet themfelves off by wathing witha 
Water which we think it not decent to 
name. But Cuftom determines Sene 
As an Eurte 
pean Lady faints away at the fame Per. 
fume which charms a Sultana, fo the 
Siamefe love rotten Eggs, the French, 
Haurgouts, and § Dutch, maggoty Cheele. 
In Sommer the Groenlanders quit theit 
Hnuits and range up and down co fih 
They ufe chen a Sort of ob- 
Ique Tents, like thofe of the Tartans, 
near the Cafpian Sea. This Exercile 
is very dithcult and dangerous, for they 
are obiged to hunt the Rein-deer a 
midft Rocks cover'd with Ice, and perfue 
the Fifh upon a Sea, always half frozen 
and very tempeftuous. Like carnivorous 
Animals, they eat prodigioufly, when 
they meet with Game, and they can 
fait as well when they mifs of it. Bot 
thisce:tainiy fhortens their Days; how 
robuit foever they may appear, they 
feldsm_ live to fixty Years, but ere cafe 
tied off by Dyfenteries or Inflammation 
of the Stomach ;and the Smatlepcx which 


H was brought among them from Denmark, 


cut off Thoufands of them, fcarce ore 
efcaping that was feized witir ir, as, they 
live upon Fleth gnd Fat, whica dite 
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their Blood to Purrifaction, and as they 
have ro Phyficians or Remedies. 

The Groenlanders are generally of low 
Stature, their Nofe large and flat, of @ 
brown Complexion, and have weakly 
Eyes, 
the Winds; they are ftupid, heediefs, 
difpaflionate, and not eafiiy moved to 
Quarrels; this Difpofition they owe to 
their Way of Life, and to Want of Edu- 
cation, for the Danes found fome of them 
capable of learning any thing. 

hey have no King nor Laws but 
what are natural to a!l Mankind; for, 
tho’ they are without Society and Re- 
ligion, yet they abhor Theft, Murder, 
and even Crueley; they are fhock’d 
when they fee a Servant or Soldier beaten, 
and fay, ishe @ Dog? Afhort but com- 
prehenfive Reflexion. 

There are no Punifhments infli&ed in 
Groenland but 
Notion has reached even to this north- 
ern Country, where, as in Europe, 
filly old Women confefs they have 
ufed Inchantments, which they never 
adminiftred. They puvifh this Crime, 
which is the only one they know, with 
a very crue! Death. 

The Groenlanders are fubmiffive to 
the Danes, timorous but hofpitable; for 
they cheerfully give Part of what they 
hare to eat, to any Stranger, without exe 

ing either Entreaties or Thanks. 

heir Cloaths are fuitable to the Cli- 
mate; they wear long Breeches made 
of Skins, that come down to their Legs 
and Feet, over which they draw on 
large Leather Boots, filling up the in- 
termediate Space with Hay; their fe- 
cond Garment is alfo a Skin; a Sort 
of Shirt made of Seaecalves Guts, is 
the third; and aMach'ne tofwim with, the 
fourth. This laft is a very fhort Sur- 
tout made of Sea-calves Skins, which is 
broad at Bottim, and boand & a Border 
of the fame. It keeps them up in the 
Water by means of the Air which it 
takes in ar the Bottom, like a Bowl put 
into Water, By help of this they 
launch without any Fear into the Sea, 
and bear themfelves up like Water fowls 
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even their Faces, which they do wirt 
the Point of a Needic: An odd Way of 
Decoration much. prattiled in America. 
Their Food is Sca-calves, which they 
keep for Winter by burying it in the

loufy. Barrennefs being frequent here, 
the Groenlanders prefs Strangers to carefs 
their Wives, and pay their Magicians 
fur what is reckoned the greateft Affront 
among other People. But the Danes have 
now much reformed them. The young 
Women never come to thefe Feafts ; they 
have always fhewn a great Referve, and 
they are feldom marry’d againft their 
Liking.

As the Country 
produces no D ugs, che Sick are ordered 
to drink fomeWhale-Oil,which is reckon- 
@¢ a Cordial; tho’ as ill-judg’d as when 
wen Wine to Children in the Small- 

ox, 

As they efteem Death an Evil, they 
make great Lamentations for the De- 


ceafed, in which all the Neizhboars join, 
and even thofe abfent obferve the Hours 
ef Meurning. They deceatly bury their 


Dead, and with them their beft Suit of 

cloaths, their Dog and their Arms. A 
confufed Notion of the Immortality of 
the Soul, has rendered chis Cuftom uni- 
verfal amongft barbarous Nations. 

Mankind is the fame every where; 
even the Groenlandcrs have their Plea- 
{ures, Divertions, Balis and Exercifes. 
The next Neighbours meet togecher ; 
for there are no Villages nor Hamlets 
among thefe wandering People. They 
eat heartily, beat on the Tabor aud dance 
to ir,;he Men on ene Side and the Women 
on checther; § Men aifo wieftle in diffz. 
yent Manners, shey hang themfelves by 
the Feet, {wing upon Ropes, or play at 
Foot-bal!. 

But there is another Exercife, which 
the Reade~ wil f{Cace expect in Groen. 
land, t is Poerry; and, what is more, Sa- 
tire: Two Wis ({chnd each other a Chale 
Jenge in Form; both Sides prepare for 
the C» teft,each compofes Invectives a- 
gain{t bis Antagonitt, againft che Day 
app inted, which being come, the Ag- 
grefior begios fit and chants his Satire 
to the Beat of a Tabor; when he has 
done, his Antagonift rifes and returns, in 
Tune, the fharj»eft Reproache.

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Tfelanders have the fame Caftom, and 
they compofe Satires fo virulent as to 
caufe their Antagonifts to hang them. 
felves. 

Their Language is the leaft Sign of 
their Barbarity; for tho’ it wants the ¢ 
and f, and abounds with P-lyfyliabies, 
e it has (which is furprifing) Declen. 
ions and Conjugations; nay, a dueiNom- 
ber, all rezulated by Terminatiors, as 
in the learned Languages, and w'thovt 
the Help of Articles, with which the li- 
ving Languages are incumbered: And 
it is fufhciently copious for all their 
Ideas. The Specimen which M. Egede 
gives of a drinking Song does not pre. 
poffes us in Favour of their Poetry. Fon 
it has neither Meafure or Rhyme, fave} 
each Line ends with aja, difagreeahly 
repeated. 

The Commerce of the Groenlanders is 
not defpicable, it excells that ot J/eland, 
to which they export the ;Skins of Sea- 
calves, Rein.deer, Morfil, Narwhal and 
Whales. 

The Dames, encouraged by M. Ee 
gede, have fet up three Feétories on the 
weftern Coaft; the moft northerly of 
them is under 62 Degr. the other is at 
Nepifet, and the moft foutherly, which 
is called? E/perance, is under 64 Degreer. 
And he very much recommends ro his 
Countryinen, to fet up a Factory on the 
eaftern Coaft at 62 or 63 Degr. of Latit. 
and to fettle Colonies there: The eaftern 
Seas not being navigable, there is no 
fear of a contreband Trade; whereas, 
in the Weft, Strangers ran away with 
the Profits. 

The Groenlanders haye a Kind of Ree 
ligion, if we may give that Name to 2 
Train’ of Fables, which lead to m 
D ty or Obligation towards God. They 
believe the Immortality of the Soul, and 
two Pieces of Abode after Death, That 
of Heaven is the leaft defirable; and 
whither, according to their Notions, the 
Bulk oi Mankind go, for they know 
it only by Tempetts and dreadful Me. 
teors. Bat they believe ancther Heaven 
under the Earth, which is their Para- 
d.fe, where is Plenty of Rein-deer and 
Sea-calves, and where their Gud refices 
with his Mocher. Yet, whoever pieates 
cannot go thither, chefe Elyfian Fields 
are referved for the Women who di 
in Child-bed, and for the Men who ase 
drowned in fithing. Thefe are their 
Herves. A Sign of their good Uncer- 
ftanding! 

Befides this God, of whom they have 
a very grofs Notion, ethey believe 4

Mountains; from thofe of the firft Kind 
each Magician ought to have hisCom- 
miffion, without which he would not 
bean Angekokke, that is, a Great Man, in 
their Language. 

Thefe Magicians fadly impofe on the 
Stupidity of the Peopie, and make them 
believe the moft unrcafonable Things in 
the World. To hear them, nothing is 
more common than for them to mount 
up to Heaven, fit upon the Rain-bow, 
and return from thence, after converfing 
with their Familiar. But on fome 
Occafions, thefe gcod-natu:’d Demons 
come to vifitthem in their Cuortages, 
and converfe publickly with them, who 
aways take Care that before this Cone 
ference the ae are put out, They 
were fo bare-fac’d as to hold fuch Sort 
of Converfations, in Prefence of M. 
Egede, tho’ he upbraided them with the 
Groffnefs of the Chear. 

Among thefe Magicians, fome diftine 
guith themfefves from the c»mmon Sort, 
and are called Amgekokke Poglits; thefe 
are the Favourites of Fongarjuk, the fub- 
terraneous God, and they know how to 


charm the Sea-calves, which guard the p 


Entrance to his Palace. 

Thefe Wretches are fo impudent as 
to make fick People believe that their 
Scul is loft, who are fo weak as to buy 
another. They likewife fell chem A- 
mulets made of Bone or Stone, and even 
of Wood, to preferve them from Dif-

practfed in Europe. 

But if we allow the Mifery of Man- 
kind to be the true Caufe of Superfti- 
tion, as Pride is of Atheaifm. We mutt 
not be furprifed, if thefe People, always 
forrounded with numberiefs Evils, are 
credulous, as to the Means of Deliver- 
ance. 

The Groenlanders have fuch long 
Nights, that they could not omit making 
fume Obfervations of the Stars. They 
know the mcft confiderable of them un- 
der Namescf their own Invertivn. With 
them the Bull is a coupie of Dogs; the 
great Bear,a Reinedeer, and Aldabaran, 
aLamp. They compuce their Time by 
Months, and Revolut ons of the Sun, 
beginning at his Return to Capricorn, 
which is a memorable Epocha among 
the Northern Nations. 

_M. Egede concludes with what was the 
chief Object of his Voyage, and gives 


~ 
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heard him, they applauded him, and 
came a great way to hear him {peak of 
the Creator of Heaven and Earth; the 
fent for him :, Yet all this did not wor 
any real Change upon their Hearts. 
They would not make any Objeéticns, 
they heard him withour Eff, and 
returned again to their former Super- 
ftitions, a tew Days after they had pro- 
mifed to renounce them. 

The Zeal of M. Egede farmounted ail 
thefe Difficultics. He chiefly fet himfel€ 
to convert the young Peopie, and fuce 
ceeded very well, notwithttanding the 
Obftacles he met with. He baptized, du. 
ring the fiteen Years he ftay’d amon 
them, about thirty aduic Perfons, and a 
hundred and fitty Childica or young 
People, and had the Satisfaction of ma- 
king Converts on whom Re'izion feem’d 
to have pruduced areal Change. There 
is no Doubt but he would haye made 
many more, had not the Sivall.pox, 
inf Year 1733, carried off rhe greatett 
Part of his Converts, and ftruck {uch a 
Panic into the Groenlanders, as made 
them leave their Relidence, and ‘erire 
from the Neighbourhood of the Europe. 
ans intothe utmoft Parts of the North. 

His bad State of Health and advanced 
Years obliged M. Egede at laft to think 
of returning into Denmark, which he did 
in 1736. 

Thefe Savages gave himat firft fo good 
a Reception, and had fuch an Opinion 
of him, that they brought him their 
Sick, and even their Dead, and defired 
he would cure and ra‘fe them. 

M. Egede relates feveral remarka- 
ble Circumftances about the Pains he 
had taken to find the Philofophers Stone; 
a Defign in which he engaged only to 
enable him to fupport the Miffion. The 
Event proved very extraordinary; for, 
having accidentally open’d the Phial in 
which he had put his Minerals to fere 
ment, a fubtiie Vapour flew out, that 
had aimoft deftroy’d his Family, and oc- 
cafioned the Death of a Groenlander 
Maid-fervant.

tants there, being debarred from all Pre. 
ferments, were, the better fort, obliged 
to turn their views to Commerce, and 
the lower to all forts of Haudy-crafts. 
Thefe they brought over with them, and 
began to eftablifh the ‘Silk Manvfadtury, 
wh:ch is now fo fi ur'fhing, chat we even 
exceed all that is wrought in France,

mix’d with Silk, Velvets, Plufhes, Rate 
teens, Camblets, &c. were likewife ine 
troduced by them. As wasalfo, the Mae 
nufactwe of Paper, which is, now, ag 
good as the French or Dutch, and éxceeds 
bth in Culuur. And that of Hats, 
which, before 1682, we imported from 
France, is now in fo great Perfeétion, 
tha: I have known, at the famous French 
Manufa&tury at Wand{worth, Hats be. 
{poke, and made for the Cardinals at 
Rome, Let us now crofs the Sca, and 
take a fhort view of the Linen Manu. 
facture in Ireland. To what Magnitude 
is itraifed! What vaft quantities made, 
and exported both to England and a great 
part of Europe, infomuch, that we are, 
in great Meafure, mafters of the three 
mott beneficial branches in Trade, the 
Woollen, the Silk, and the Linen! all 
three brought in by Flemifh Gueux and 
French Haguenots, The fame Manutace 
ture, brought by the fame means, 
thrives likewife in North Britain; and 1 
am not out of Hopes that we fhal! foon 
be fupply’d from that part of our Nation, 
with as good and as fine Cambricks as 
what we import from Dankirk. The 
French ever encourage their own Manue 
fatures, tho” far inferior in goodnefs to 
thofe of their Neighbours ; but we lefs 
publick-{pi: iced than they, lefs Friends to 
our Country, and ftupidiy vain, mimick 
their Fafhions, wear cheir Trafh, guzzle 
their Wine and Brandy, and defpife any 
thing that is Britifh. 

Next I am to confider, that other 
kind of Riffraff, the poor diftrefs’d Pa.

Extraordinary Inftances of publick Spirit 
among ft the ordinary Sort of People. 
7 is nothing more frequent than 

to hear Men of Power and Title 
exprefs a Kind of Refentment, when they 
fee Perfons of an ordinary Degree bufy 


themfelves about what they rake for ° 


the Interef? of their Country, and are 
Sleafed to cali it faucy and impudent. To 
¢ convinced ot this, we need only catt 
our Eyes upon Faétion deteffed, the Au- 
thor of which feems to be provoked by 
nothing fo much as the Infolence of che 
Common Council of Londen, and of the 
Independent Eleéors; the Patriotifm ot 
thefe Men is, according to him, Faé¥ion 
and Sedition; and I find that a late Adare/s, 
certainly meant asa Tefimbny of Loyalty, 
is conftrued by his Difcipies into aMark ot 
Difaffecion. 

But, with humble Submiffion to this 
learned Author, and his Scholars of high 
Rank, there have been now and then 
extraordinary Inftances of Patrioti/m and 
Publick Spirit, even amongft the molt 
ordinary Sort of People. The famous 
Scevola was but a poor Citizen of Rome. 
The Smith in the Minories, who refuted 
to put Irons upon Hudvert de Burgh, be- 
caufe he thought him an hone/? Man, and 
a good Servant to his Prince, was not of 
a Rank to have becn even a Common 
Council Man. 

There is, indeed, a Sort of Enthufiafm 
in Publick Spirit, which renders it poli- 
tically prudent in corrupt Statefimen to 
difcourage it; and yer there is fome- 
thing fo great and fo divine in this Enthu- 
fiafm, that Statefmen of a better Tura, 
tho” they dare not encourage, yet cannot 
but admire it. We have a fhining and 
furprifing Example of this in the Story 
of the Coder of Meffina, which happened 
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comes flagrant and univerfal, this Herojg 
Lunacy of Publick Spirit is mobt likely 
to appear. 

This Cobler was an honeft Man, and, I 
was going to fay, poor; bue when I con. 
fider that he maintained his Family, and 
was above Dependence, I cannot prevail 
tipon myfelf to make ufe of the Expref 
fion. He wasalioa Man of Reflection, 
he faw the Corruption, Luxury, and Ope 
preflion, the private Frauds, the publick 
Robberies, the enormous Violations of 
Juttice, under which his Country la 
bour’d. He faw Rapes unpunifhed, A. 
dulteries unreproved, barbarous Murders 
cither {creened by Church Sanétuaries, 
or atoned for by Money ; ina Word, 
he faw a univerfal Degeneracy of Mane 
ners, partly fromthe want of Will, parte 
ly from the want cf Power in the Goe 
vernment to chaftife Offenders. In this 
Situation he refolved to-undertake the 
arduous Task of reforming thefe Difor- 
ders, and thoughe it bothe lawful and 
expedienf to afitume the Authority of A- 
veanger of the Infiocent, and che Terror 
of the Guilty, 

Full of this Romantic Refolution he 
provided himfelf wirh a fhort Gan, 
which he carried under his Cloak, and 
equipt # a Powder Pouch on one Thigh, 
and a Bag of Balls on the other, he fal- 
lied out in the Evenings, and as proper 
Opportunities offer’d, he difparch’d fuch 
as he knew to be incorrigible Offenders 
to that Tribunal, where he was f{enfible 
they could not elude Juftice; and thea 
returned home full of that Satisfaétion 
which is the fole Reward of Public Spi 
rit. As there were in Meffina a great 
Number of thefe over-grown Criminals, 
the Cobler in the Space of a few Weeks 
did a World of Execution. The Sun nee 
ver rofe without difcovering frefh Marks 
of his Juftice; here lay a Uftrer, who 
had ruined Handreds; there an unjuft 
Magiftrate, who had been the Curfe of 
Thoufands ; in one Corner, a Nobleman, 
who had debauched his Friend’s Wife; 
in another, aMan of the fame Rank,who 
thro’ Avarice or Ambition had proftitu- 
ted his own; but as the Bodies were al 
ways left untouched with all cheir Orna- 
ments about them, and very often with 
confiderable Sums in their Pockets, it 
was vifible they were not difpatch’d for 
the Sake of Money; and their Num 
bers made it as evident that they did

r to {icure his own fafety, after having 
in his own Opinion, done fo much Ser- 
vice to the State, went direétly to rhe 
Palace and demanded an Audience of the 
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ner of Italy not underthe Dominion of 
his Catholic Majefty. The Vice-Roy 
thought his Reatens had Weight; and, 
theretore, after thanking him in the mott 
gracious Terms for fuppiying that Pow- 
er which the Government wanted, he 
ordered a Tartare totranfport him; his 
Family, his Effects, and two thoufand 
Crowns, to one ot che Ports in the Ter- 
ritory of Genoa; where this ext:aordi- 
nary Perfon paffed the Remainder of 
his Days in Eate and Quiet, and the City

He, therefore, who. is thus circum. 
Ranced, fhould poflefs a two-fold Cou- 
rage, and in the Senate fhould be as 
little concerned for his Pay, as in the 
Field for his Life: One Vote msy bring 
more Mifchiefs upon his Country, than 
all the Valour of ali his Race could 
atone for: Sorhat if, on any fuch criti- 
cal Point, he betrays a craven Spirit, and 
deferts his Poft to fecure his Baggage; 
however prodigal he may have been of 
his Life, ir is plain, his Heart fail’d him, 
when the Vanitics and Trappings of it 
were in Danger. 

For, as there is a P y Courage, 
fo there is a P—————y Honour ; which 
zo the Man of Integrity, is the immediate 
Jewel of bis Soul. 

Why then is not this Par ry 
Honour, which is thus founded upon 
Par ry Integrity, and mutt be ac- 
quired with Par ry Coxrage, .as 
highly cfteemed, and as inviolably main- 
calmed, as any other Species of Honour ? 
Upon what Pretences zan it be refign’d? 

No Member of either H € ace 
knowledges within Doors a commanding 
Officer. In theUpper, in particuiar, ac- 
cording to the antrent Conititution, thofe 
who compos’d ir, 2s Brafon witnefles, 
were call’d Comites, guafi Socul Regis ;

Some Years ago the Treafurer of our 
Eaft India Company received a Letter 
from Holland, intimating that one 
Perfon in the Province of Zealand, {muge 
gied yearly for England, no lef then half 
a million of Pounds: Tho’ this {eem’d 
incred.ble, the Dire&ors upon Enquiry 
were convinced of the Fa ; that fucha 
Perfcn there was, who, fome few Years 
before, had been but an Englifh Sailor, 
was now married toa Woman, that kept 
a China Shop, and had fo well managed 
Affairs, that he had four Sloops of his 
own conftantly-employed in Smuggling, 
that the Quantity of Tea, which he was 
fuppofed to export, had not at all been 
magnified ; and that he had more Gu 
neas and Englifh Specie in his Houfe, than 
any Banker in al! England. 

That the running of Tea, therefore, is 
a common Practice, cannot be denied; 
and if we confider how many People are 
employ’d in it, what Diforders and even 
Murders are produced by it, cvery Man, 
who has the Good of his Country at 
Heart, ought to be defiroys of putting a 
Stop to it. 

The Author therefore propofes, that

He next propofzs, that there be bur 
one fingle Duty over all Great Britain, 
and that upon Houfes. As in England 
alune, (exclufive of Scotland and Wales) 
the number of Houfes amounts to nz 
lefs than 1,200,000 ; and according to the 
common Computation, every Houfe, be- 
ing reckon’d at feven Perfons, makes in 

li 8,400,000 Souls, who on the Ufe of 
fo many high tax’d things 2s Soap, Can- 
cles, Malt, Beer, with the Land Tax 
muft pay 40s. a Year each ; fo thar 
16,800,000 is in effect raifed on the Sub- 
jet: And then fuppofing 100,000 
‘Houfes uninhabited, which it would 
be unreafonable to expec fhonid pay 
Duty, he fixes upon $00,000 Houfes, 
inhabited by the Poor; and from thefe he 
would expect no Duty, that thereby their 


Jabour might become fo much the chea-

z. Asto Trade, all Duties being abo 
lifhed, it would entirely prevent all man. 
ner ,of running ; it would fet the Mer 
chant and Shop-keeper free from a mul 
titude of ‘falfe, vexatious, or frivolons 
Informations; it would enable them both 

C to trade with half the Stock, (as the Do. 
ty upon Merchandife, &c. amounts, on 
an Average to 50 per Cent.) and to gre» 
ter Advantage; it would enable the Mer. 
chants, when they buy any Goods upon 
Speculation, as they call it, to keep them 
at home; whereas, as che Cafe now 
ftands, they are obliged to thip off fuch 
Goods, as are entitled to a drawback of 
30 or 40 per Cent. for Holland, whereby 
Dutch Ships are not only benefited, bm 
we pay Commiffion, Ware-houfe room, 
and other incidental Charges, which ow 
own People might fave; and it would 
prevent a multicude of falfe Oaths, which 
are daily made at the Cuftom-houf, 
where they are grown fo very famili- 
ar, that a Cuffom.Houfe Osth has long 
ago paft into a proverb. 

He adds, “ that all prohibitions arein 
general harrful, has ever been my Opini 
on; I fhall inftance only one in partice 
lar, the prohibition of Callicoes: This 
made them fo very plenty in foreign Mar- 
kets, where there ufed to be a demand 
for Norwich Stuffs, that when the Peo 
ple abroad found they could purchae 
Callicoes for a fmall matter more than 
Norwich S:uffs, they chofe rather this 
neater Apparel, which appeared new 
every Time it was wafh’d ; and thos 
there became little or no demand for out 
Stuffs abroad, aud confequently by De 
grees, a decay of the Manufacture # 
home ;_ befides this Injury, the Reventt 
loft above s0,0c0]. a Year, notwitl 
ftanding which it ftill ftands unrepe 
ed. Therefore the Legiflature ought 
be very cautious how they lay a Prob 
tion, unlefs on abfolute Necellity.

Troy 
is now current at 62s. which was then 
but 25s. In fo much that the Pack of 
Wool which brought into the Revenue 
sos. was as much fterling Silver as is 
now worth 124. Thefe are fuch Con- 
tradiétions I cannot reconcile, nor ima- 
ginc where they! found the Money 
that they dre reckoned to fend abroad, 
having no Export to bring it in.—In like 
Manner an Author who has lately pub- 
lifhed a political Account of London, 
quotes feveral fabulous Writers of ancient 
Hifory; the firft is one Fitzfevens a 
Monk, who fays, that in K. Stephen's 
Time the City of London fent into the 
Field of her ewn Citizens 20,000 Horfe 
and 60,000 Foot, which our late Author 
fays was more by 30,000 than ail the 
Souls, Men, Women and Children, that 
at that Time (as he could make appear) 
were Inhabitants in the faid City. He 
next goes to Howel’s Londinep. and at 
laft comes to. Sir Wiliam Petty, who 
eomputes the Houfes in the Year 1685, 
within the Bills of Mortality ((aid to be 
by Certificate from the Hearth-Office) 
at tos3zis, and the new View of London, 
in 1708, at 106888, The prefent State 
reckons them at 120000, and Chamber. 
layne, at 1s0000 Houfes; tho’ he who 
bath taken an exact Accompr of all the 
Streets, Squares, Lanes, Alleys and Hou- 
fes fo late as 1737, makes the whole 
Number bat 95968 Houfes, tho’ there 
mult be 1 sth if not 1 4th added to ir, 
fince Sir Wiliam Petty’s Time.

without Intention to be overheard,

new Law therefore is propofed lefs 
fevere indeed than the former, but 
which it is hgped will be for that Rea- 


ton more efficacious; this Law having 
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paffed through the other Houfe is now 
in the common Courfe of our Proce- 
dure to be confidered by us in a Com- 
mittee. 

We are now, my Lords, therefore 
to refolve, whether a Bill for the Re- 
formation of this flagrant Vice de- 
ferves any farther Deliberation, whe- 
ther we fhall join with the other Houfe 
ia their Endeavours to reftore the anci- 
ent Sobriety and Virtue of the Li/- 
putian People, or, by an open Dilap- 
probation of their Attempt, difcourage 
them from profecuting their Defign, 
and debar them from ufing the Op- 
portuultics that fucceeding Years may 
afford, and che new Lights which Ex- 
perience may fupply, for improving 
this Eflay, however imperfect, to a 
falutary and unexceptionable Law. 

The Prelates whofe laudable Zeal 
for the Promotion of Virtue has 
prompted them to diftinguifh them- 
felves on this Occafion by an uncom- 
mon Warmth of Oppofition, ought, as 
they appear fully fenfible of the Cala- 
mities which Intemperance brings up- 
on Mankind, to contider likewife the 
Confequences of refufing to examine 
in a Committee a Bill profeffedly 
drawn up to reftrain Intemperance. 
They ought to remember that by re- 
jecting this Bill, without a particular 
Examination of the ieveral Claufes 
which it contains, and without thofe 
particular Objections which fuch Exa- 
minations necefiarily produce, we fhall 
difcover a Contempt of the Wifdom or 
Virtue of the other Hioufe,which may 
incline them in their turn to obitruct 
the Meafures of the Government, or 
at leaft to negle€: that Evil, however 
reat, for the Redrefs of which they 
ave no Reafon to expect our Con- 
currence. 

Thofe whofe particular Province it 
is to infpect the Lives of the Peo- 
ple, to recal them from Vice, and 
itrengthen them in Virtue, fhould cer- 
tainly reflect on this Occafion, that 
the fafeft Method ought to be chofen ; 
and therefcre that this Bill ought to be 
promoted; becaufe, not to affirm too 
much, 
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much, it is poflible that it may pro- 
duce fome Degree of Reformation ;

who fit on this Bench ought to defire,

cularly confidered, that the laudable 
Endeavours of the Clinabs cugpe not 
to be difcouraged by a precipitate and 
contemptuous Rejectign of the Mea- 
fures which they have formed for 
the Attainment _of a Purpofe fo 
important, is indeed a ipecious and 
piaufible Method of Perfuafien ; but, 
my Lords, it can aficct only thofe 
who come to deliberate upon this Bill 
without having read it. 

A very flight and eae Perufal of 
‘the Bill, my Lords, will diffipate all 


the M fists which Siegucnee can raife, it G 


will th ow that the Law now propofed 
can neither be ufeful nor ineffectual, 
but that it muft operate very power- 
fully, tho’ in a Manner by no Means 
agreeabic to its Title. 

To prevent the excefive Ufe of 
any Thing by allowing it to be fold 
without Refiraint, ts an Expedient 
which the Wifdom of no former Age 


ever difcovered ; it is indeed a Fallacy

too ‘grofs to be admitted, even by the 
moft inconfiderate Negligence or the 
mot contemptible Stupidity ; nor am I 
at all inclined to believe that the Cli- 
nabs will impute the Rejection of this 
Bill to our Difregard of Virtue, -ér 
think that- we have defeated any En- 
deavours for the Suppreffion of Wick- 
ednefs. 

It has been affirmed that tho’ by the 
Bill the Sale is permitted, it is permit- 
ted only becaufe it cannot be hindered, 
and that thePrice is raifed fo high that, 
though the lawful Venders may be 

y+ ap the Number of the Pur- 
chafers muft be diminifhed. But even 
this Argument, like all others that have 
yet been advanced, i is confuted by the 
Bill itfelf, from which the Tax now 
propofed appears to be {uch as, when 
fubdivided by the fmall Meafures in 
which -Retailers fell thefe Liquors, 
will fcarcely be perceived, and which, 
though it may enrich the Gover 
ment, will not impoverith the Peo- 
ple, except by deftroying their Health 
and enervating their ‘Limbs. 

The Tax, my Lords, even fup- 
pofing it paid without any Method of 
Evafion, is fo low that in a quarter of 
2 Pint, the Quantity which the lower 
People ufually demand at once, it does 
not amount to any Denomination of 
Money, and fo fmall an Addition will 
be eafily overbalanced by the Sale of 
a larger Quantity than formerly ; fet 
it cannot be doubted but the Praétice 
which prevailed in Oppofition to the 
Law, will grow yet mor predomi- 
nant by its Encouragement ; and that 
therefore the Advantag e of a large and 
ng Sale will ieffen the Price mort 

than fo flight a Tax can poffibly en- 
creafe i it. 

The noble Nardac has endeavoured 
to reduce us to Difficulties, by urging 
that fince the Corruption of the People 
cannot be greater, we ought willin ngly 
to agree to any Law, of which the 
Title declares that it-is intended to 
produce a Reformation, becaufe the 
worit that can be feared is, that it may 
be without Effect. € 
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Bat, my Lords, fuch is the enorm- 
ous Abfurdity of this Biil, that no Plez 
can be offered for it with the leatt Ap 
pearance of Reafon ; and the greateit 
Abilities, when they 2 
Defence, are able only to fhow by 
fruitlefs Efforts that it cannot be vin. 
dicated. Ifthe State of the Nation be 
really fuch as has been fu ippofed, if 
the moft deteftable and odious Vice 
has overfpread the Kingdom to its ut- 
moft Limits, if the People are uni- 
verfally abandoned to Drunkennefs, 
Sloth and Villany, what can be more 
abfurd than to trifle with doubtful Ex- 
periments, and to make Laws which 
mult be fufpected of Inefficacy ? In 


the Difeafes of the State, as in thofe of C 


the Body, the Force of the Remedy 
ought to be proportioned to theStrenigth 
and Danger of the Difeafe, and fur ely 
no political Malady can be more for- 
midable than.the Prevalence of Wick- 
edaefs, nor can any Time require more 
Firmnefs, 
in the Legiflative Power. 

That the Law, therefore, may be 
without Effe&, is, in the prefentState of 
Corruption, if it has been truly repre- 
fented, a fuffictent Reafon for rejecting 
it, without allowing it to be commit- ¢ 
ted; becaufe there is now no Time for 
Indulgence or for Delays: A Nation 
univerially corrupt muit be {peedily 
r formed, or fpeedily ruined. “Thofe 
Habits which have been confefled to 
be already too powerful for the Laws 
now in Being, may in a fhort ‘Time be 
abiol lutely irrefiftible, and that Licen- 
tioufnefs which intimidates the Of.

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In many Parts of the Country, my 
Lords, thefe Liquors have uot yet 
been much ufed, nor is it hikely that 
thofe who have never fold them, when 
the Law allow ed them, will begin an 
unneceflary Trade, when it, will.ex- 
pofe them to Penalties. But a new 
Law in favour of Spirits, will produce 
a general Inclination, and a Kind of 
Emulation will incjte every one to 
take a Licence for the Retail of this 
new Liquor; and fo eyefy’ Part of 
the Kingdom will be equally debauch- 
ed, and ‘no Place will be withou ta 
V ender of ftatutabfe Poyfon. “The 
Luxury of the Vulgar, for Luxury, th 
my Opinion, it may very properly be 
called, will ftill encreafe, and Vices 
and Difeafes will encreafe with it. 
There is at leaft one Part of the Na- 
tion yet untainted, a Part which de- 
ferves the utmoit Care of the Legifla-

Vigilance, and Activity D Children, my Lords, to whom the 


Affairs of the prefent Generation mutt 
be transferred, and by whom the Na- 
tion mutt be continued, are furely no 
ignoble Part of the Pablick. They 
are yet innocent, and it is our Province 
to take Care that they may in Time be 
virtuous ; we ought therefore to re- 
move from before them thofe Ex- 
amples that may infect, and thoje 
‘Temptations that may corrupt them, 
We ougit to reform their Parents left 
they. fhould imitate them, and to de- 
ftroy thofz Provocatives to Vice by 
which the prefent Generation has beer 
intoxicated, leit they fhould with e- 
qual Force operate upon the next.

My Lorns, 
SI am entirely of Opinion that a 


more accurate Examination of 


this Bill will evince its Ufefulnefs and 
Propriety to many of the Lords who 
are now moft ardent in oppofing it, I 
cannot but think it necefiary to con- 
fider it in a Committee. 

It is to be remembered, my Lords, 
that thisBill is intended for twoPurp ofes 
of very great Importance to the Pub- 
lick; it is defigned tt 
Mankind fhall be fecured by the fame 
Provifions by which the Vices of our 
own People are to be reclaimed, and 
Supplies for carrying on the War fhall 
le raifed by a Reformation of the Man- 
ners of the People. 

This, my Lords, is furely a great 
and generous Defign, this is a Com- 
plication of publick Benefits, worthy 
the moft exalted Virtue and the moft 
refined Policy, and though a Bill in 
which Views fo diftant are to be recon- 
ciled fhould appear not to be abfolute- 
ly perfect, it muft yet be ailowed to 
deferve Regard, nor ought we to re- 
ye without ve ery cautious Deliberati- 
on any probable Method of reforming 
the Nation, or any eafy Way of rai- 
fing Supplies. 

‘The Encroachment of Ufurpation 
without, and the Prevalence of Vice 
within, is a Conjunction of Circum- 
fiances very dangerous, and to remove 
both by the fame Means, is an Under- 
taking that furely cannot deferve either 
Centr are or Contem pt; if it fucceeds, 
may demand the Tilia heesations 
and if it fails,muit be at leaft approved. 

The Ufe, my Lords, of {pirituous 
Liquors, though, in the Excefs now fo 
trequently to be obferved sundoubtedly 
detrimental to Multitudes, is not, ina 
proper Degree, cither criminal or un- 
wholefome ; and therefore ought not 
pro ae ted by a Tax fo heavy as

It is, however, certain that too 
much is wafted in Riot and Debauch 
ry ; and that therefore fome Addition 
to the Price of this Liquor ought to be 
made, that, though the Ufe of it may 
be continued, the Excefs may be re- 
ftrained. 

What will be the Effects of this Bill, 
and whether either of thefe Benefits 
are to be expected from it, can be 
known only by an impartial Examina- 
tion; and therefore it ought to be 
difcuffed with that Accuracy which is 
peculiar to a Committee.

My Lorps, 
HAT a Bill which hall reftrain 
the Excefs of drinking diftilled 
Liquors without hindering their mo- 
derate Ufe, will deferve the Applaufe 
of every Lover of his Country, I can- 
not deny, but that any fuch Bill can 
be contrived may very juftly be doubt- 
ed; for in Proportion to their Price 
they will always be ufed, and nothing 
can hinder Excefs but a high Tax, 
fuch as I have already propofed. 

The Dill now before us, my Lords, 
will indeed by no means obftruét the 
moderate Ufe, becaufe it will give an 
unbounded Licence to the moft luxu- 
rious Excefs ; if therefore nothing 
more be intended in the Committee 
than to confider, how far this Bill will 
promote the Reformation of the Peo- 
ple, it is furely not neceffary to engage 
in any farther Enquiries, 

It has appeared already, to all thofe 
who do not objtinately fhut theirEyes, 
that there is in it no Provifion for the 
Prevention of that Abufe of Re 0: 
which univerfally prevails, It has ap- 
peared, that the Cheapnefs of Licences 
will not hinder the prefent Retailers 
from carrying on an illegal Trade, 
that Information will not. now be more 
fafe or more frequent than before, and 
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that the Duty, if not in part evaded, 
niay yet be probably abated from the 
prefent Profits of the Sale. 

- It has appeared, my Lords, that no 
Effect can be produced by this Bill but A 
the Promotion of Debauchery, the En- 
creafe of Drunkennefs, the Subverfion 
of Order and the Decay of Induftry, 
the Miferies of Difeafe and the Rage 
of Want. 

But that this Bill will not produce, p 
at leaft for fome time, a largeAddition 
to the publick Revenues, has not yet 
been proved, and while it is allowed 
that it will raife Money, I do not 
wonder to hear it fteadily defended, 
becaufe nothing more is expected from 
it. But as I have not yet converfe 
enough with Statefmen to perfuade 
myfelf that the Government ought to 
be fupported by Means contrary to the 
End for which Government is inftitu- 
ted, I am ftill convinced that this Bill 


ought to be rejeéted with Contempt, D Bill ought, in myOpinion, to be paffed, 


becaufe it will leifen the Wealth of the 
Nation without any equivalent Ad- 
vantage, and will at once impoverifh 
the People and corrupt them.

that the Opinions which have been 
formed with Relation to it are not 
really fo oppofite as they appear. 
Thofe who oppofe the Bill think the

hinder that Debauchery which fo much 
prevails among us, and thofe that vin- 
dicate it, declare that more violent Re- 
ftraints will not be borne. Both Par- 
ties have Reafon, and the Vindicators 
of the Bill have likewife Experience 


on their fide. H 


But, my Lords, though fevere Re- 
firaints fuddenly oppofed to the Habits 
and Inclinati@hs of the People operating 
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in their full Force, and a Diminution of 
thofe Gratifications will be borne which 
cannot wholly be taken away, may 
be broken through by reftlefs Srrugyles 
and obitinate Refiftance, yet the fame 
Laws introduced by proper Degrees 
will be patiently cbeyed ; this there- 
fore may be very properly con- 
fidered as the fir Tax neceflary to 
be laid, which though it may produce 
no great Effeéts in itfelf,; may at leaft 
make Way for a fecond that fhall be 
more fenfibly felt, till at length thefe 
fatal Spirits fhall be raifed to a Price 
at which few will be able, and 
none willing, to purchafe one Pieafure 
of Drunkennefs. 

But it is not impoffible that even 
this Tax, with the other Provifions in 
the Bill, may produce the Reformati- 
on which is unanimoufly defired ; and 
as Violence fhould never be ufed till 
gentle Methods have been tried, this 


and therefore to be referred to a Com- 
mittee without further Debate ; for it 
will be thought both by our Allies and 
our Enemies that a great Part of this 
Affembly is very indifferent about the 
Succefs of the War, if we delay the 
Supplies by difputing in what Manner 
they fhall be raifed.

repeal the prefent Rates. 


Then the Hurgo Heryef fpoke to the Ef- 
Sed following. 
My Lorps, 
Otwithftanding the {pecious Ar- 
guments which were ufed to 
iniluénce the Houfe to permit this Bill 
to efcape the Cenfure it déferved, and 
be admitted to a farther Examinatior if 
a Conimitteé, Tam ftill cofident that 
nothing can juiftly be offered in its De- 
fence,and am not afraid to declare my 
Opinioh that it if not approved even 
by thofé who vindicate it; of whom I 
cannot but believe froth long Expeti- 
ence of theif Judgment and their 
Knowledgé, ‘that they confider it only 
as an éafy Maniér of raifing Money, as 
an Expedient, rathér hecéfiary than e- 
Egible, anid fach as only theExigencies 
of the Goveriment could have pre- 
vailed upon then td propole; for no- 
thing is moré evident, than that it can- 
not anfwer the’ Perpofes of the fornier 
Bill. 

This, howévér harth it tay appear, 
and however inconfiftent with thar De- 
ficacy, with which the Debatés of this 
auguit Affenibly have generally been 
carried on, mult furely be pardoned 
on this Occafion, if for no othér Rea 
fon, at Ieaft for this, that it, is not éafy 
to forbear it, “it is impofib!é wholly to 
fupprefs it in the Mind ; and to forbear 
to {peak what cannot but be thought, 
is no Part of the Duty of a publick 
Counfellor, 

* Whereas the Exteffive drinking of firite- 
obs Liquors by the Common -People Jeads not 
only to the Deftru&tion of their Meaith andde- 
bauching their Morals, but to the publick Ruin, 
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The Conduct of thofe whofe. Stati. 
on fubjeéts them to the Refentmenit of 
the Miniftry, or who may be reafona- 
bly imagined to expect Favours from 
them, has, throughout all our Delibe- 
rations on this Bill, been fuch as_evi- 
dently difcovers their only Care to be 
the Impofition of a new ‘lax, and the 
Eftablithment of a new Fund. They do 
not feem to urge ferioufly any other 
Argument than the Neceflity of rai. 
fing Money, or to oppofe the Objecti- 
ons that have been offered for any 
other Reafon than becaufe they havea 
Tendency to obitruét the Supplies. 

No other Argument can, indeed, 
be urged in Vindication of a Bill which 
every Principle of Policy or Juttice 
mutt incite us to condemn ; a Bill by 
which the Senfe of Morality and Re- 
ligion wall be extinguifhed, and the 
Reftraints of Law made ineffectual, by 
which the Labourer and Manufacturer 
will be at once debilitated. and cor- 
rupted, and by which the Roads will 
be filied with ‘Thieves, and the Streets 
with Beggers. 

It appears, my Lords, from the 
Papers on the Table that feven. Milli- 
ons of Gallons are every Year dittiled; 
and Experience fhows us that the Qua 
lity of the Liquor is fuch that a quaf- 
ter of a Pint is fufficient to intoxicate 
the Brain. Upon this Compztation,my 
Lords, it is reafonable to believe that 
a twentieth Part of the labouring 
Hands of this Nation are detained from 
their proper Occupations by this Kind 
of Drunkennefs ; and confequently 
that a twentieth Part of the Trade & 
every Year loft, or perhaps a twentieth 
Part of our People evéry Year harried 
to the Grave, or difabled from con 
iributing to the publick Good. 

Thete, my Lords, ate no doubtful 
Fatts or conje&ural Calculations, they 
are confirmed by the moft incontefta- 
ble Evidence, and eftablifhed by all the 
Demonfiration of Arithmeticl ;.and 
therefore your Lordthips are .im 10 
Danger of Error from either Ignoranee 
or Uncertainty, but mng determine,4 
you approve this Bill, in ne 
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ali the Powers of Conviction, and muft 
fet alide Teftimony and Reafon at 
the fame Tinte. 

Thefe Faéts, my Lords, are fo plain 
that the warmelt Advocates for the Bill 
have tacitly acknowledged them by 
propofing that,if it be found ineffectual, 
it fhall be amended in the next Seffion: 
What Effeé&t this Propofal may have 
upon others I knownot, but, for my. 
Part, I fhall never think it allowable 
to {port with the Profperity of the Pub- 
lick, or to try Experiments by which, 
if they fail, the Lives of Thoufands 
muft be deftroyed. 

Such a Scheme, my Lords, very ill 
becomes thofe to whom their Anceftors 
have tranfmitted the illuftrious Cha- 
rafter of Guardians of the People, for 
furely fuch Cruelty was never prac- 
tifed by the utmoft Wantonnefs of Ty- 
ranny, or the moft favage Rage of In- 
vafion. No Man ever before conceived 
the Defign of fcattering Poyfon fora 
certain Period of Time among the Peo- 
ple, only to try what Havock it would 
make. 

What will be the Effeéts of unre- 
ftrained and licenfed Debauchery may 
be known, -without the Guilt of fo 
dreadful an Experiment, only by ob- 
ferving the prefent Conduct of the 
People, even while they are hindered 
from the full Enjoyment of their Plea- 
fures, by the Terrors of a penal Law. 
Whoever fhall be fo far touched with 
the Intereft of the Publick as to ex- 
tend his Enquiries to the loweft Claffes 
of the People, will find fome difeafed, 
and others vitiated, he will find fome 
imprifoned by their Creditors, and 
others ftarving their Children ; and if 
he traces all thefe Calamities and 
Crimes to their original Caufe, will 
find them all to proceed from the Love 
of diftilled Liquors. 

I know, my Lords, that in Anfwer 
to all thefe Expoftulations and a Thou- 
fand more, it will be urged by the 
Minifters and their Friends, that 
there is no other Method to be found 
of raifing the Supplies, and that the 
Demands of ghe Government muft be 
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fatified at whatever Rate, and by 
whatever Means. 

Though I am very far from ap- 
proving this Affertion, [ do not as 


A at its Prevalence among thofe who are - 


enriched by every Tax, and whofe 
only Claim to the Preferments which 
they enjoy arifes from their Readinefs 
to concur in every Scheme for encreaf= 
ing the Burthens of the Publick ; and 
therefore fhall never expect their Ap- 
probation of any Propofal, by which 
a new Taxmay be retarded. Yet Ican- 
not but declare that, in my Opinion, we 
ought to fufpend our Proceedings, that 
the Clinabs may difcover what Danger 
their Negligence, Precipitation or blind 
Compliance has brought upon the 
Nation, and that the People may, by 
fo fignal a Proof of our Difapprobati- 
on, be alarmed againit any Attempt of 
the fame Kind under any future Ad- 
miniftration. 


This, my Lords, will be confider- 


Ded, not only by Pofterity, but by all 


the wife and heneft Men of the pre- 
fent Time, as a Proof of our Regard 
for Virtue and our Attention to the 
publick Welfare. This Condué& will 
be fecretly approved, even by thofe 


£ who may think themfelves obliged to 


F 


oppofe it in Publick, and, as it will be 
moderate and decent, may probably 
preferve the Nation without irritating 
the other Houfe. 

I therefore move, my Lords, that 
inftead of proceeding in the fuperflu- 
ous Forms of a Committee, we fhould 
refume the Houfe, and endeavour to 
obtain farther Information. 


After a foort Silence the Hurgo Shelm- 
lug jpoke to this Effed.

HE Obfervations which, though 
fufficiently explained and en- 
forced in the late Debate, the noble 
Lord has ‘been pleafed to repeat on 
this Occafion, are in themfelves, in-

common. Spirit and Elegance’; but he 
Rirr ought 
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ought to have reflected, that general 
Declamations are improper in a Com- 
mittee, where the particular Claufes 
of the Bill are to be feparately con- 
fidered.

, | SHOUGH the. Confideration of 

the diftinét Paragraphs of the

Aed, There is an’ eafy and moderate 


Method by which the fame End may 
be attained without any: Difturbance of 
the Publick, any Impediment of the 
Schemes of the Government, or any 
juft Offence to the Clinabs. 

Inftead of paffing or rejecting this 
Bill, of which the firft is abfolutely 
criminal, and the fecond: perhaps im- 
proper, let us only delay it, .by 
which we fhall give the Clinabs ‘Time 
to reflect upon it, to re-examine it, 
and difcover, what they perhaps have 
not hitherto fufpeéted, its deftructive 
Tendency. Nor can it be doubted 
but the Obfervations which will arife 
from the Neceflity of enquiring into 
the Reafons of our Conduét, will foon 
induce them to form another’ Bill not 
liable to the fame Objections ; | there- 
fore fecond the noble Lord’s Motion 
to refume the Houfe.

If 
it-were: pofible at once to extinguthh 
the Thirit of Spirits, no Man who had 
any Regard for Virtue, or for Happi- 
nefs;, would propofe to augment the 
Revenue by a Tax upon them. 

But, my Lords, Rigor has been al- 
ready: tried and found to be vain, it 
has been found equally fruitlefs to for- F 
bid the People to ufe Spirits as to for- 
bid a Man in a Dropfy to drink. ‘The 
Force of Appetite long indulged and 
by Indulgence made fuperior to the 
Controul of Reafon, is not to be over- 
come at once, it cannot! be fubdued 
by afingle Effort, but may be weaken- 
ed, new.

Laws 
which do not. promote thefe Ends are 
ufelefs, and thofe that obviate them 
are pernicious. The Gevernment 
that takes Advantage of wicked In- 
clinations, by Accident predominant 
in, the, People, and, for+ any .tempo- 
rary Convenience, inflead of, leading 
them back to Virtue, plunges them 
deeper into Vice, is no longer afacred 
Inftitution, becaufe itis no longer aBe- 
nefit to.Society.. It is from that Time

D ceflity of fending up another, which 
you cannot do without hazarding the 
Peace of the Nation and the Fate of 
the War. 

The Clinabs, who are not obliged 
to enquire what Reception their Bills 

g find here, may perhaps not immedi- 
ately prepare another, but fuffer Time 
to elapfe, till Neceffity fhall oblige us 
to comply with thofe Meafures which 
we cannot approve. 

They may likewife by a Kind of 
fenatorial Craft, elude all our Pre- 

F cautions, and make the Rejection of 

the Bill ineffeétual, as was once done, 

when a Bill for a Tax upon Leather 
was rejected ; the Clinabs, determining 
not to be directed in the Methods of 
raifing Money, fent up the fame Bill 
with only a {mall Alteration of the 

Title, to lay a Duty upon tann’d 

Hides, which the Lords were, for 

want of Time, obliged to pafs. 

But, my Lords, fhould the other 
Houfe difcover in this fingle Inftance, 
any uncommon Degree of Flexibility 
Hand Complaifance, fhould they pa- 

tiently endure the Rejection of the 

Bill, admit the Valid(yy of the Rea- 

fons 





Time 
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fons upon. which your Lordthips have 
roceeded, and willingly. engage in 
, eh up a new Scheme for raifing 
Supplies; even upon this Suppofition, 
which is more favourable than can 
teafonably be formed, the Bufinefs of 
the Year will be very much per- 
plexed; and the new Bill hurried into 
2, Lay -without fufficient Caution or 
Deliberation. 

The Seffion is how, my Lords, fo 
far advanced, that many of the Cli- 
nabs have retiyed into the Country, 

whefe Advice: and Affittance may be 
pt Se in the P become of a new 
Money Bill, fo that the new Bill mutt 
be formed in a fhort Time; and thin 
Houfe ; and, indeed, the Multiplicity 
ef Confiderations neceflary to ano- 
ther Bill of this Kind, is fuch, that I 
tannot think it prudent to advife or 
undertake it. 

The Committee on Ways and 
Means mutt itrike out another Scheme 
for a confiderable Impoft, which, in 
the prefent State of the Nation, is 
in itfelf no eafy Tatk. This Scheme 
muft be fo. adjuited as to be confitt- 
ent with all the other Taxes, which 
will require long Confultations and 
accurate Enquirien. It muft then 
ftruggle, perhaps, through an obiti- 
nate and artful Oppofition, before it 
can pafs through the Forms of the 
other Houfe ; and, when it comes be- 
fore your Lordthips, may be again op- 
pofed with no lefs Zeal than the 
Bill before us, and perhaps likewife 
with equal Reafon. , 

All thefe Dangers and Difiiculties 
Will be avoided by trying, for a fingle 
Year, the Experiment which. is now 
propofed ; and which, if that fhould 
fail, may be better adjufted in the 
of Leifure, which the Begin- 
ing of the next Seffion will undoubt- 
ediy afford; before which ‘Time 
bam afraid no Amendment can pol-

re-paid for all that fhall be. exp 
ed ;, otherwife foreign Nations will 
deprive us of this Part of our ‘V1ade $ 
and it has been already fhewn, that 
by mock Exportations the Duiy may 
be frequently evaded. 

Thus, my Lords, there will. be 
Difficulties on either Hand; if a Duty 
fo high be paid; the Manufaciurer will 
be ruined, if it be evaded, the Con- 
fumption will be lefiened. 

One Inconvenience will eafiiy. be 
difcovered to be the i Confe: 
quence of any confiderable Advance 
of the Price. We may be certain that 
an A& of the Senate will not mode- 
rate. the Paflions, or alter the Appe- 
tites of the People; and that they 
will not be lefs defirous of their ufual 
Gratifications, becaufe they are de- 
nied them.. The Poor may, indeed; 
yield to Neceflity, unlefs they. find 
themfelves able to refift the Law, or 
to evade it; but thofe who can afford 
to pleafe their Tafte, or exalt. their 
Spirits at a greater Expence, will ftil! 
riotas before, but with this Difference, 
that their Exceffes will produce: no 
Advantage to the Publick. 

If an additional Duty of three 
Shillings be laid upon every Gajlor 
of diftilled Liquors, the Produ@ of 
our own Diftillery willbe dearer than 
thofe Liquors which are imparted 
from forcign Parts ; and;. -there- 
fore, it cannot but be expected sthat 
the Money which now circulates a- 
mongft us, will. in a-fhort Fime be 
clandeitinely carried inte other Coun - 
tries. 


Such, my Lords, will be the Effect 
of thofe Yaxes which are fo ftrongly 


Sf fy re. 
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Tecommended ; and, therefore, they 
ought not to be impofed, till al? other 
Methods of Proceeding have been 
found ineffectual. 

It is poflible, indeed, that the Re- 
gulation {pecified in this Bill, may 
not produce any beneficial Effect ; and 
that the prefent Practice of Debau- 
chery may ftill continue among the 
People ; but it is likewife poffible that 
this ‘Tax may, by encreafing the Price, 
augment the Revenue at the fame 
‘Time that it leffens the Confumption, 

This Propofal has by fome Lords 
been treated as a Paradox ; but they 
certainly fufpected it of Falfehood, 
only for Want of Patience to form 
the Calculations neceflary in fach Dif- 
quifitions. The Tax of the lait Year 
amounted to one hundred and feventy 
ThoufandZ. this Tax is now dou- 
bled, fo that the fame Quantity would 
produce three hundred and forty 
"‘Thoufand; but if one third lefs fhould 
be confumed, the prefent Tax will 
amount fo no more than two hundred 
and twenty ThoufandZ. and when 
fifty Thoufand Licenfes are added, 
the Revenue will g2in an hundred 
‘Thoufand Z. though one third Part 
of the Confumption fhould be hindred. 

But, my Lords, fuppofing no Part 
of the Confumption hindred, I cannot 
think thatBill fhould be rejected, which, 
in a Time of Danger like the pre- 
fent, fhall add to the publick Reve- 
nte an annual Income of more than 
two hundred ThoufandZ. withoutlef- 
fening any Manufacture, without bur- 
thening any ufeful or virtuous Part 
of the Nation, and without giving 
the leaft Occafion to any Murmurs a- 
mong the People. 

It is to be remembred, my Lords, 
that whatever Corruption fhall pre- 
vail amongft us, it cannot be imputed 
to this Bill, which did not make, but 
find the Nation vitiated, and only 
turned their Vices to publick Ad- 
vantage; fo that if it produces any 
Diminution of the Sale of Spirits, it 
is indifputably to be applauded as pro- 
moting Virtue. If the Sale of Spirits

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ftill continues the fame, it will deferve 
fome Degree of Commendation, 4s'i 
will, at leaft, not contribute to the 
Encreafe of Vice, and as it will aug- 
ment the Revenue without injuring 
the People ; for how, my Lords, can 
we be cenfured for only fuffering the 
Nation to continue in its former State? 


The Hurgo Toblat then fpoke in Sub- 
france as follows.

F we confider the Tendency of 

the Argument ufed by the noble 
Lord, the only Argument on which 
he appears to lay any Strefs, it 
will prove, if it proves any thing, 
what cannot be admitted by your 
Lordfhips, without bidding farewell 
to Independency, and acknowledging 
that you are only the Subftitutes of a 
higher Power.

left us no other Choice than that of 
paffing or rejecting them. 

This, my Lords, might have beén 
thought a fuficient Contraétion of 
thofe Privileges which your Anceftors 
tranfmitted to you, and the Clinabs 
needed to have defired no farther 
Conceffions from this Affembly, fince 
this was a publick Confeffion of a fb-

I fhould reject it, my Lords, even on 
the laft Day of the Seffion, without 
any Regard to the pretended Ne- 
ceffity of raifing Supplies, and with- 
out fuffering mytelf to be terrified into 
Compliance by the Danger of the 
Houle of 4uriffa; for though I think 
the Balance of Power on the Conti- 
nent neceflary to be preferved at the 
Hazard of a Fleet or an Army, I 
cannot think it of equal Importance 
to us, with the Equipoife of our own 


Government ; nor canI conceive it F 


my Duty to enflave myfelf to fecure 
the Freedom of another. 

The Danger, therefore, of difguit- 
ing the Clinabs, at this or any other 
Juncture, fhall never influence me to 
a tame Refignation of the Privileges

All Lotteries, my Lords, areGaimes 
which are not more honeft or more’ 
ufeful for being legal; and the Ob- 
jection which has been made to all 
other Games, and which has never 
yet been anfwered, will be. found e- 
qually valid when applied to them, 


of our own Houfe; nor fhall I wil-G They engrofs that Attention which 


lingly allow any Force to Arguments 
which are intended only to operate 
upon our Fear ; and, therefore, unlefs 
there fhall appear fome better Plea in 
favour of this Bill, I fhall think it my 
Duty to oppofe it.

But thefe Confequences, my Lords, 
ard a Thoufand others, equally im- A 
portant, equally formidable, may be 
obiected without Effect, againft any 
Scheme by which Money will be 
raif.d; Money! the only Endat which 
our Minilters have aimed for almoft 
hiaif a Century; Money! by which or- 
ty they have preferved the Favour 
ofthe Court, and the Obedience of 


the Senate; Money! which has fup- 
plied Place of Wifdom, at one 
Time, and of Courage, at another, 


To gain Money, my Lords, they 
have 
Lottery; and they are now about to 
facrifice the Health and Virtue of 
the People to the Prefervation of a 
Trade by which Money may be fur- 
nifhed to the Government. ‘This, 
my Lords, is their only Defign, how- 
ever they may act, or whatever they 
may profefs; if they endeavour to pro- 
rect either the Trade or Lives of Peo- 
ple, it. is only becaufe they expect a 
Continuance of Taxes from them;

With regard to the Bill before-us, 
the only Queftion that is neceflary or 
proper, is, whether it will promote 
or hinder the Confumption of diftilled 
Liquors? for, as to the Effeéts of 
thofe Liquors, thofe that vindicate, 
and that oppofe this Bill, are of the 

fame 
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fame Opinion; and all ‘will readily 
allow, that if the Law now propoféd 
hall be found to encreafe the Con- 
fumption which it was intended to 


diminifh, it ought immediately to be A 


repealed, as deftructive to the People, 
and contrary to the End for which it 
was defigned; but if the additional 
Duties fhall produce any Degree of

the Provifions are juft and ufeful ;

may be confidered in its full Extent, 
and when the Improvement of our

me, that every Method of raifing

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their Efforts without Af-F 


At prefent it appears to H 


the Morals of the People, deferves out 
Approbation; and, -therefore, that 
we ought to pafs this Bill; though it 
fhould not much hinder the Con- 
fumption of fpirituous Liquors, if it 
fhall barely appear, that it will not 
encreafe it. 

It is, at leaft, proper, that, at this 
prefling Exigence, thofe that oppofe 
the Bills, by which Supplies are to be 
raifed, fhould, by offering other Ex- 
pedients, fhow that their Oppofition 
proceeds not from any private Male- 
volence to the Miniftry, or any Pre- 

offeffion againft the publick Meafures, 
bie from a _fteady Adherence to juf 
Principles, and an impartial Regard 


c for the publick Good ; for, it may 


be fufpected, that he who only bufies 
himfelf in pulling down, without any 
Attempts to repair the Breaches that 
he has made, with more fit or durable 
Materials, has no real Defign of 
ftrengthening the Fortification. 

It has been propofed, indeed, by 
one of the noble Lords, that a Tax 
of three Shillings a Gallon fhould be 
laid upon all diftilled Spirits, and cal- 
lected hy the Laws of Excife at the 
Still-head, which would doubtlefs fe- 
cure a great Part of the People from 
the Temptations to which they are at 
prefent expofed, but would at the 
fame ‘Time produce another Effeét not 
equally to be defired. 

I have been informed, my Lords, 
upon mentioning this Propofal in 
Converfation, that fuch Duties will 
raife the Price of the Liquors diftilled 
among us, above that of foreign 
Countries; and that, therefore, not 
only all our foreign Trade of this 
Kind, would be immediately deftroy- 
ed, but that many of thofe who now 
drink our own Spirits, only becaufe 
they are cheaper, will then purchafe 
thofe of foreign Countries, which are 
generally allowed to be more pleafant. 

That this is really the State of the 
Affair I do not affirm; for I now re- 
late only what I have heard from o- 
thers; but furely, the Impofition of 
fo heavy a Duty require!’long Confi- 
dera- 
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deration ; nor can .it be improper to 
inention any Objections, the Difcuf- 
fion of which may contribute to our 
Information. 

But any other Regulations than A 
thofé now offered, will require fo ma- 
ny Enquiries, and fo long Confulta- 
tion, that the Senate will expect to be 
difmiffed from their.Attendance, be- 
fore any Refolutions are formed; and 
when once the Supplies are provided, 
we fhall find ourfelves obliged toleave B 
the Law relating to Spirituous Liquors 
in its prefent State. 

Then, my Lotds, will the Enemies 
of the Government imagine, that 
they have anew Opportunity of gra- 
tifying their Malignity, by cenfuring ¢ 
us as wholly negligent of the publick 
Happinefs, and charge us with look- 
ing without Concern upon the De- 
bauchery, the Difeafes, and the Po- 
verty of the People, without any Com- 
paflion of their Wants, or Care of 
their Reformation. 

That to continue the prefent Law 
any longer, will be only to amufe 
ourfelves with ineffectual Provifions, 
is univerlally allowed; nor is there 
any Difference of Opinion, with Re- 
gard to the prefent State of the Vice 
which we are now endeavouring to 
hinder. The laft Law was well in- 
tended, but was dictated by Anger, 
and ratified by Zeal; and, therefore, 
was too violent to be executed, and, 
inftead of reforming, exafperated the 
Nation. 

No fooner, therefore, did the Ma- 
giftrates difcover the inflexible Refo- 
lution of the People, their furious 
Perfecution of Informers, and their 
declared Hatred of all thofe who con- 
curred in depriving them of this dan- G 
gerous Pleafure, than they were in- 
duced, by Regard to their own Safe- 
ty, to relax that Severity which was 
enjoined, and were contented to pur- 
chafe Safety by gratifying, or, at 
leaft, by not oppofing thofe Paffions yy 
of the Multitude, which they could 
not hope to cShtroul ; the Practice 
of drinkipgg Spirits continued, and 
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the Confumption was every Year 
greater than the former. 


This, my- Lords, is the prefent 
State of the Nation; a State {uffici- 
ently deplorable, and which all the 
Laws of Humanity and Juftice com- 
mand us to alter. This is the univerfal 
Declaration. We all agree, that the 
People grow every Day more corrupt, 
and that this Corruption ought to be 
ftopped, but by what Means is yet 
undecided. 

Violent Methods, and Extremity 
of Rigour have been already tried, 
and totally defeated ; it is, therefore, 
propeted to try more eafy and gentle 

egulations, that fhall produce, by 
flow Degrees, the Reformation which 
cannot be effected by open Force ; 
thefe new Regulations appear to many 
Lords, not fufficiently coercive, and 
are imagined ftill lefs likely to re- 
form a Vicefo inveterate,and fo firmly 
eftablifhed. 

Thefe Opinions I cannot flatter 
myfelf with the Hope of reconciling ; 
but muft yet obferve, that the Con- 
fumption of thefe Liquors, as of all 
other Commodities, can only be lef- 
fened by proper Duties, and that eve- 
ry additional Impofition has a Ten- 
dency to leffen them; and, fince, fo 
far as it extends, it can produce no 
ill Effeéts, deferves the Approbation 
of thofe who fincerely defire to fup- 
prefs this. odious Vice, that has fo 
much prevailed, and been fo widely 


F diffufed. 


It is, indeed, pofiible, that the Da- 
ties now propofed may be found not 
fufficient ; but for this Defect there is 
an eafy Remedy. The Duty, if it be 
found, by the Experience of a fingle 
Year, to be too fmall, may, inthe 
next, be eafily augmented, and fwell- 
ed by annual Encreafes, even to the 
height, which is now propofed, if no 
Remedy more eafy can be found, 

It may be objected, that this Fund 
will be mortgaged for the Payment of 
the Sums employed in the Service of 
the War; and that, therefore, the 
State of the Duty cannoi afterwards 
be 
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be altered without Injuftice to the 
publick Creditors, and a manifeft Vi- 
ajation of the Faith of the Senate : 
But, my Lords, though in the Hurry 
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pioufly difcuffed, that I rife up in De- 
{pair of propofing any Thing new; of 
explaining any Argament more Clear- 
ly, or urging it more forcibly, of ftart-

portant War, the Clinabs could not 
fnd any other Method fo eafy of rai- 


fing Money, it cannot be doubted 
but that whet they confider the State 


of the Nation; at léifure, they will 
vafily redeem this “Tax, if it thaff ap 
re ar incoavenient, and fubititute fome 
her, lefs injurious to the Happinefs 
of the Publick.

D diftilled ‘Liquors is prohibited, but 
which -has not been -for fome Time 
put in Execution, or not with Vigour 
fufficient to furmount, the Difficulties 
and Inconveniences by which its O- 
peration was obftruéted. ‘The-Lawis 
however yet in Force, and whoever 
fells Spirits muft now fell them at the 
‘Hazard of Profecution, and Penaltics, 
and with an implicit Confidence in 
the Kindnefs and Fidelity of the Pur- 
chafer, 

It cannot be fuppofed, my Lords, 
f but that a ‘Law like this muft have 
fome Effect. It cannot-be doubted, that 
fome are honeft and others timorous ; 
and that among the Wretches who 
are molt to be fufpected of this Kind 
of Debauchery, there are fome in 
whom ‘it is not fafe to confide, they 
therefore muft fometimes be hindered 
fromm deftroying their Reafon by other 
Reftraints than Want of Money, and, 
when they are trufted, with the Se- 
cret of an illegal Trade muft pay a 
dearer Rate for the Danger that is 
incurred. 

But when this Law is repealed, and 
every Street and Alley has a Shop li-

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cenced to diftribute this delicious Poy- 
fon, what can we expect?) The moft 
fanguine Advocate for the Bill cannot 
furely hope, that any of thofe who 


now drink Spirits will refrain from 4 


them, only becaufe they are fold 
without Danger ; and, though what 
cannot be proved, or even hoped, 
fhould be admitted, that fome mutt 
content themfelves with a {maller 
Quantity on account of the advanced 
Price, yet, while they take all Op- 
portunities of Debauchery, while they 
fpend, in this deftruétive Liquor, all 
that either honeft Labour or daring 
Theft will fupply, they muft always 
be Examples of Intemperance ; fuch 
Examples as, from the Experience of 
late Years, we have Reafon to believe 
will find many Imitators ; and there- 
fore will promote at once the Con- 
fumption of Spirits and the Corruption 
of the People. 

There is always to be found in 
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To what Purpofe will it, be, my 
Lords,.to deprive nine hardened Pro- 
fligates of a tenth Part of the Liquor 
which they now drink, which is the 
utmoft that this Duty will effect? If 
they have an Opportunity of corrupt- 
ing one.by their Solicitation and Ex- 
ample, the Difference between nine 
and ten Aéts of Debauchery is of very 
{mall Importance to Mankind, or even 
to the Perfons who are thus reftrained, 
fince their Forbearance of the utmoft 
Exceffes is only the Effeé& of their Po- 
verty, not of their Virtue: 

How far is fuch Reftraint from being 
equivalent to the Corruption of one 
Mind, .yet pure and undebauched! to 
the Seduétion of one Heart from Vir- 
tue, anda new Addition.to the Intereft 
and Prevalence of Wickednefs? ..Ifit 
be neceflary, that the Supplies.fhould 
be raifed for the Government by: the 
Ufe of.this pernicious Liquor, it is 
defirable, that it fhould.be.confined to 


Wickednefs a deteftable. Ambition of [ few,and that it fhould.rather be fwal- 


gaining Profelytes: Every Man who 
fuffered himfelf to be corrupted, 
is defirous to hide himfelf from Infamy 
in Crouds as vicious as himfelf, or de- 
fires Companions in -Wickednefs from 
the fame natural Inclination to Society, 
which prompts almoft every Man to 
avoid Singularity on_other Occafions. 
Whatever be the Reafon, it may be 
every Day obferved, that the great 
Pleafure of the Vicious is to vititate 
others ; nor is it poflible to fquander 
an Hour in the Affemblies of De- 
bauchees of any Rank, without obfer- 
ving with what Importunity Innocence 
is attacked, and how many Arts of 
Sophiftry and Ridicule are ufed. to 
weaken the Influence of Virtue and 
fupprefs the Struggles of Confcience. 
The fatal Art by which Virtue is 
moft commonly overborne is the 
frequent Repetition of ‘Temptations, 
which, though often rejected, will at 
fome unhappy Moment generally 
prevail, and therefore ought to. be 
removed; but which this Bill is in- 
tended to place always in Sight,

'Anuary §, at 7 in the Evening, I ob. 
J ‘eived it in a Line with a Star of the 
2d Mag, in Andromeda’s Head, and ano- 
ther of the sike Mag. in the extreme 
Part of Pegafus’s Wing: and the next 
Evening at 7, I obferved it in a Line 
with the other Star of the 2d Mag. in 
the faid Wing, and a Star of the 4th 
in Andromeda’s left Arm ; by which 
Oblervations, and the Help of Mr. Se- 
nex’s 16 Inch Globe, [ found its Lonz. 
But although the faid Globes are dated 
1740, the Stars are laid down frem the 
Britannick Catalogue; which being a- 
dapted to the Beginning of the Year 
3690, it was neceliary t» add 4s Min. 
(which is’ 15 Min. for every 18 Years 
elapfed) to make the Com.t’s Place cor. 
rect ; which done, its viitble Place was 
then in about 8° and a h:if in Av/es with 
18° and three Quarters Norch Lar, 

And alzhough the. Irterpsfition cf 
Clouds hath prevented fufficient Obfer- 
vations being made to determine its Mo- 
tion ; yet chus much may be difcovered, 
that iis Motion in. Long. (which is Ree 
trograde) is very flow, perhaps not ex- 
ceeding 10 “r 12, Min. in a Day; and its 
Motion in Lat. not being great, I fear 
the moft accurate Aftronomers have not 
yet ca'calated where irs afcending Node 
will be. 

I view’d it through a Telcfcope of 20 
Feet, and obferv’d the Ta'l faint, and af 
a pale Colcur, and abou 6 or 8° Long. I 
had nota Micr. me-er to mezi{ure its Head; 
but, it appears tothe nakcd Eve as big 
as a Star of the 2d Mog. and if its Motion 
fhould be f und to remit, (as I fuppofe 
it ds) *tis then evidert it hs pofled its 
Peiigee, and is receding from the Earth, 
but it is probable the Come wil! be vi- 
fible for many Wecks, and rhe Splendor 
of its Head and Length of i's Tai! may 
increafe, alth.’ che Mag. of the Nucleus 
may appear to decreafe. The prefere 
Pofirion of the Ea:th in its Orbit cen. 
{pires to make the Mot on of the C met 
appear more flow ; for when it happens 
that the Mction of the Eurth and a 
he {'_m¢ way, the 
Sun and Co- 
mer, and {wOter in Motion than the C.- 
met, the apparent Mution of the Comer 
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will bé Retrogade, and be the Difference 
of their Motions cnly ; but if the Earth 
and the Comet be moved to contrary 
Parte, chen the Comet’s apparent Motion 
ie the Sum of their Mctiozs. I hope 
thofe Gentlemen whcfe Province it is, 
wili make fuch correét Obfervetions and 
Calculations confequent thereie, that 
the Place of its afcending Node, the In- 
clination of itsOrbic to the Ecliptick, 
the Long. of its Perihelia, and. Diitance 
from the Sun, with the Time of its 
coming tothe {2d Perihelion, together 
with the Perihelion’s Diftance from the 
Node, meay be demonftrated, and its 
Place found by Calculation for any Time 
to come. Thereare divers Methods of 
ebferving the Piace of a Comet in the 
Heavens, two cf which take as foilows, 
In tho‘e Piaces wtere the Comet 
comes t» the Sourh Part of the Meridiaa 
at aproper time for O.fervation, fach 
Obfervation may be aqcurately made by 
fixing in the Meridian a Teiefcope, in 
which you have placed, in the Focus of 
the obj-é& Gilafs, two fine Hairs croffing 
each other at right Anglcs, that one bee 
ing fet fo as to be parallel to the Equae 
tor, (which is done by turning it till the 
Star you cbferve move exadily along ir,) 
the o:her mzy be perpendicular thereto; 
then the Number cf Scconds of Time, 
between the Paffige of any fixed Star 
and the Comet over the perpendicu'ar 
Hairs, will be the Difference of right Af 
cesfion between the faid Star and Coe 
met; the right Afcenfion of the Star be- 
ing known, that cf the Comce is eafily 
obtained. There ‘s then nothing wantin 
but the Come’s Meridian Altitude, whic 
muft be raken at the fame Time ; which 
Altitude, if greater than the Complement 
of the Latitude of the Place (or which is 
all one, rhe Elevation of the Equator) 
then the faid Complement muft be fub- 
ftr>GAed from the Comet’: Meridian Al- 
titude, and it leaves the Comet’s Decli- 
nation North; but if the Come.’s Merie 
dian Ait tude be lcis than the Alntade of 
the Equator, then the former mutt be 
taken trom rhe latter, and it leaves the 
Comet’s Declination Sourh; from which 
Dara, bath Long. and Lat. may be 1€ae 
di’'y cbvained by the well Known Rules 
of Trigonomerry ; tut as this Method 
requires large and expenfive Inftruments, 
(viz.)a Quadrant of 3 or to Fcet Radius 
fixed in the Meridian, and thar furnifhed 
with en Index, with teleferpical Sights ; 
a'fo a Telefecpe with a Micrometer (ar 
at 'eaft crofe Hairs in the Feeus) a well 
adjufted Pendulum, orc. Orc. And as 
thefe Inf: aments are {carcely to be exe 
Uuau pectsd 
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PeGed any where bar at the publick Ob- 
icrvatorics, I fhall here give a more eafy 
and univer{al Method of obferving the 
Place of a Comet upon any Azimuth and 
Altitude. 

Fist, take an extended Thread in the 
Nature of a Bow String, by the Help of 
which find two Scare in a Line with the 
Comet, one on one Side, and the other 
on the cther Side of the Comet, if you 
can, (but if they be both on one Side of 
the Comer, it is no great Matter,) which 
done, apply the Eige of your Quadrant 
of Altitude tothe fame 2 Stars upon the 
Globe, and draw a Line with your Pen- 
cil, then find two cther Stars in the 
Heavens in the fame Manner, and diaw 
a fecond Linz upon the faid Globe as a- 
bove directed ; which two Lines ought 
to interfedt each cther at right Angles 
as near as you can conveniently find four 
Siars for your Purp fe, which faid Point 
of InterieGtion will fhow you the appa- 
rent Place of the Comet; this being per- 
formed every 24 Hours, will give the 
Comet’s vifible daily Motion; and by 
making Points upon the Globe, and 
drawing Lines from Point to Point, you 
wil! delineate on the Globe an Arch of 
the Comet’s Orbit, to the greateft exact.

very Reafon for which they sight expe& to be remembered. It has been long la- 
mented, that the Duration of the Monuments of Genius and Study, as well as of 
Wealth and Power, depends in no {mall' Meafure on their Bulk ; and that Volumes, 
confiderable only for their Size, are handed down from one Age to another, when 
compendious Treatifes of far greater Importance, are fuffered. to perifh, as the come 
pactelt Bodies fink into the Water, while thofe, of which the Extenfion bears a great- 
er Proportion to the Weight, float upon the Surface. 

+- This Obfervation hnuth been fo often confirmed by Experience, that, in the Neigh- 
bouring Nation, the common Appellation of {mall Performances is derived from thia 
tmforrunate Circumftance ; a pins Sheet, or a fugitive Picce, are the Terms by which 
they are diftinguifhed, and diftinguifhed with too great Propriety, as they are fabje@, 
alter having amufed Mankind for a While, to take their Flight, and difappear for ever. 

What are the Loffts which the Learned have a’ready fuitained, by having negle&ted 
to fix thofe Fugitives in fome certain Refidence, it is nor eafy to fay; but there is no 
Doubt that many valuable Obfervatiors have been repeated, becaufe they were not pré- 
ferved ; and that, therefore, the Progrefs of Knowledge has been retarded, by the 
Neceffiry of deing what had been already done, but was doné¢ for rhofe who forgot 
their Benefa@or. 

The obvious Method of préventing thefe Lofles, of pr«ferving to every Man the Re- 
putation he has merited by long Affiduiry, is co unite theft fcartered Pieces ingoVolumes, 
that thofe, which are too final] to preferve themfeiver, may be fecured by their Com- 
bination’ with others to confolidate thefe Atoms of Learning into Syftems, co c-lle& 
thefe difunited Rays, that their Light and their Fire may become perceptible. 

Of encouraging this ufeful Defign, the Stadious-and Inquifitive have new an Oppor- 
tunity, which, perlaps, was never offered them before, and which, if it fhovid now 
be loft, there is not any Probability that they willever recover. They may now cone 
ceive themfelves in Poficffion of the Lake into wh'ch all thofe Rivulets of Science have 
for many Years been flowing; but which, unlef$ irs Waters are turned inzo prope# 
Channels, wi'l foon burft its Banks, or be difperfed in impercepribie Exhalation:.
